And ſifice nothing; contributes more certainly to the Cure of a Diſtem- | 
per, then the certain knowledg of the Nature and Cauſes of the Diſeaſe, 
and that no Method can te more accomodate to the gaining that neceſ- 
fary knowledg, then the Underſtanding of the true Symptoms, and in- 
fllible Diagnoſticks , which are always the tore-runners of the Indiſpo- 
ſitions in the Body-Politique , there can be nothing found more condu- | 
cing to the attaining this neceſſary and uſeful Art, then for ſuch Perſons 
whoſe Birth , Quality , Station, or Ability , muſt certainly command 
their Service inthe Affairs of their Prince and Country,throughly to Un- 
derſtand the Nature and Circumſtances of fuch Men and Times, Actions 
and Events, as have formerly. been the moſt conſiderable of their Age.

Events accompanied with Circumſtances more Dreadiul and .Surprizing ; 
Never was any Tragedy Acted more Barbarouſly, or in leſs time ;. the 
Raging Flames of Civil Diſſention were violently fann'd-with the furious 
Blaſts of a Whirlwind of FaCtion, and to that Extremity, that ſuch in- 
credible Inge were Acted in ſo ſhort a ſpace, ſo many ſharp encoun-

And certainly had he lived in any other Age than that wherein the Tur- 

bulent: Whirlwind of Rebellion and Diſloyalty, threw down all before it, 

his Great Wiſdom, Learning, Courage and Loyaity would have rendred 
him one of the greateſt Lives, that ever adorned the Eg/z/þ Chronicles; 
as well as one of the Wiſeſt Statesmen and Ableſt Miniſters, that ever 
ſupported the Britiſh Throne ; and how great an Intereſt he had in that 
 Weighty Employment, both the Envy of his, and the Enemies of the 

Royal Seat, and the Miſerable Fall of that Illuſtrious Empire of which he

' | | Difficulties, he Summons a Parliament, and layes before them the Ne- 
 ceſſities of the Crown,and demands their aſſiſtance by Supplics of Money, 
[ for managing the Palatinate Warr,in which they had involved his Father, 
and which, with the Crown, was devolved upon him; but the Com- 
| mons inſtead of Money, preſented him with 7wo Petitions, one about Re- 
| ligion,. the other about Grievances; and in the Concluſion, they fell 
' ſeverely upon the Duke of Buckingham, who by reaſon of the Great 
Favour of his Prince, was fallen under the Popular Envy and Hatred ; 
and the Debates running very high, the King Diſſolved the Parliament ; 
| and a Second being in the fame ſtrain, and no Money to be had, had alſo 
the ſame period, of which the Reader will receive a more full Account in 
the /»?roduttion to theſe Hiſtorical Colleftions, whither to avoid Repe- 
tition he is referred. 

The Neccſlities of the King daily increaſing, recourſe was had to Ex- 
traordinary Methods of raiſing Money ; and among the Relt, that of 
Loan, by virtue of a Warrant under the Privy Seal to Gentlemen of 
| Eſtates, was made Uſe of, and one of theſe Seals being ſent to Sir 7homas 
Wentworth for 4o 1, he declined the Payment of the Money, as intrench- 
ing upon the Property of the Subje& ; whereupon he was confined, as 
were ſeveral other Gentlemen upon the fame Occaſion. 

By which ſuffering, he became Exceeding Popular, and look't upon as 
- a Conteſſor for the Liberty and Property of the People, and in the Fol- 
lowing Parliament, whereof he was a Member, and in which he began 
to diſpiay his great Parts and Abilities, upon this Occaſion, he came to be 
much taken notice of, and obſerved, even at the Court, as a Perſon of un- 
common Abilities ; and the gaining of him to the Kings Intereſt was, by 
thoſe who managed the Publique Afﬀairs,thought might contribute much 
| to the advancement of the Kings Intereſt and Service. 
But how unſucceſsful this Procedure of gaining Men of Ability by 
Preterments, and rebating the Edge of Popular Spirits by Honors and 
Advancements to Places of Truſt, proved to the Intereſt of the King, not 
only the Event, but Reaſon, upon which it is Naturally Founded, does 
| molt plainly manifeſt : for Ambition, or the natural Deſire of Honour, 
becomes hereby a perfe&t Zydra, and the Prince cannot ſooner remove 
one Head, but immediately another riſes in the place ; and at the ſame 
time that a Popular Opponent is converted by Court Preferment, he be- 
| / comes the Envy of all thoſe whoſe Party he ſeems to have abandoned,and 
the greateſt Abilities and real Services he ſhall render to his BenelaCtor, 
will not only be ill repreſented, but by how much the greater his Intereſt, 
Power and Abilities are, by ſo much will he be Eſteemed more dange- 
rous, and in proportion both Envy'd and Hated. 

However, it ſeems, theſe were not the Sentiments at that time of thoſe 
| who managed the Afﬀeairsof State; for a Train was laid for an Interview 
between Sir Richard Weſton then Lord Treaſurer, and afterwards Earl of 
Portlazd, and Sir Thomas Wentworth, which being Effeted, the Inter- 
$-. view begot an acquaintance, and the acquaintance in a little time grew 
to a moſt Firm and Solid Friendſhip; Great Minds being with little 
| Difnculty invited to,and Eſtabliſhed in thoſe Generous Friendſhips, which

inward harmony and likeneſs which Noble Souls quickly diſcover in Each 
other. : 
It happened, that in ſome of the divertive Entertainments of their 
| agreeable Converſation, theſe Two Great Men falling upon the Diſcourſe 
| ot the Popular Humor in the Commons Houſe, whichthe Lord 7rea- 
ſerer wiſely judged could never either portend, or promote any real ad- 
vantage to the Nation ; Sir Thomas declared himſelf to be in his Judgment | 
an abſolute Enemy to the conſequences and dreadful Effets which uſual- 
ly attend Popular Commotions and diſturbances, which generally 
produce the very ſame or worſe miſeries, then thoſe which they pretend 
to redreſs ; and purſuing his ingenious diſcourſe, he offered ſome Expe- 
dients ſo rational and perſuaſive towards a Mediation, and Reconcile- 
ment of the preſent Differences, and ſome things ſo appoſite to the 
preſent jun&ture of Afﬀairs, as Extremely raifed the value of his Pru- 
dence, and! Wiſdom in the Eſteem of .the Lord Treaſurer, who daily 
diſcovered more and more the penetrating Abilities of his Mind,ming- 
led with a ſolid firmneſs of Reaſon and Judgment. 

It will eafily be believed, that the Lord 7reaſurer, having, as he could 
not but conclude, found a Jewel fit for a Princes Cabinet, was not back- 
| ward in repreſenting Sir Thomas Wentworth to his Majeſty with a Chara- 
Ger no ways difadvantagious to him ; nor was there any great difficulty 
to introduce him -into his Majeſties Eſteem and Favour, who was alrea- 
dy poſſeſſed with a belief and knowledg of his Merit, and how ſerviceable 
a Perſon of his Intereſt and Qualifications might be to his Afﬀairs. 
| He was noſooner come under the warm influence of Majeſty, but he 

was made ſenſible of the Beams of Honour which are derived from the 
Royal Fountain of it; and in a little time he was created Baron Weyr- 
| worth ; and the Aſcendant of his wiſdom daily gaining upon his Majeſties 
Favour and Eſteem, he was ſhortly advanced to the Honour of Viſcount 
Wentworth of Wentworth Woodhouſe, made one of his Majeſties moſt Ho- 
norable Privy-Council , Lord Lieutenant of the County of Tork, and 

Lord Preſident of the Court and Council of the North. 
| And here give me leave to mention a little and in appearance a trifling 


of his Ruin; among the reſt of his Honours he had the Title of Baron 
of Raby, an Honour to which Sir ZHerry Yaxe one of his Majefties Se- 
cretaries of State, who was poſſeſſed of the Caſtle of Raby and the De- 
meaſns thereunto belonging, had ſome pretenſions, and was not a little 
ambitious of ; but being overſhadowed by this lofty and ſpreading Ce- 

dar, he was ſo ſtung with the my intment, and fo thirſty of Revenge, 
| that though he warily ſmothered his Refentments, yet he was ever an 
Enemy to this Noble Lord, and as it appeared for his fake to his Royal | 
| Maſter; and as it may from hence be not improbably conjeftured, judg- | 
ing himſelf fat more nearly intereſted in the Ruin of this great Perſon | 
than any other , he fatiated his private Revenge by the pretence of 
Publick Juſtice;and when in all likelyhood the Earl muſt have Eſcaped the | 
Proſecution of his Adverſaries he produced that Fatal Scrip of Paper, of 
which mention will be made hereafter, which had lain ſo long Dormant, 
or rather which was newly framed, upon which the Bill of Attainder in 


| the Houſe of Commons was founded, to take away that Life which a. 


Legal Tryal would otherwiſe have acquitted, though not of Miſde-

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My Lord Wentworth being now made one of his Majeſties Privy Coun- 
cil, gave ſuch daily Teſtimonies of his ſingular Wiſdom, as ſoon recom- 
miended him to the Obſervation of that Great Man W:lliam Laud then 
Biſhop of London, and afterwards Archbiſhop of Canterbury ; and that 


| Diſcernment of - each others Merits, which generally in great Minds 


produces Emulation, Envy, and too comraonly Averſion and Animoſi- 
ty begat in them a Friendſhip, which being cemented by the common 


bond of Loyalty and Fidelity to their great Maſters Service and Intereſt, 


proved ſo firm and indifſolyable , as to have no other Period but that of 
their Untimely Deaths. 


Nor did Fortune, who ſeemed now wholy imployed in beſtowing her 
| treacherous Carefles upon this Noble Lord, ſtop here, for he was in a 


little time advanced to be Lord Lieutenant of 7reland, one of the Truſts 
and Honours, as near the wearing of a Crown, as any thing cah be, 
that is not aCtually poſſeſſed of one : when he came to that Government 
he found all things in great Diſorder, the Revenue ſo low that /reland 
was a Burthen to the Crown of England, which by his Wiſe Manage- 
ment, he not only took oft, but ſo improved the Trade of the Nation, 
and the Revenue of the Crown, that, that Kindom- was not only able 
to ſupport it ſelf, but to lend ſupplies to England. 


And as he was an Extraordinary Zealous promoter of the Intereſt and | 
Glory of the Eſtabliſhed Church and the Proteſtant Epiſcopal Party, for | 
which poſſibly there was a ſtricter bond of amitie between him and the 


Arch-Bithop , he did by the aſſiſtance. of that great Metropolitane, 
procure from his Majeſty the Reſtoring of all the Impropriations, which 
in that Nation were then in the Crown, to the Biſhops and Clergy, 


thereby reſcuing the Church-men from thoſe diſadvantages which Con- | 


tempt and Poverty in theſe declining Ages of Religion had reduced them 
to; and by propoſing Rewards to Merit, Virtue, Learning and Piety, 


encouraged men of .Parts to dedicate themſelves to thoſe Nobler Studies, | 


That contenting themſelves with thoſe competent Proviſions they might 
be enabled to reſiſt the Temptations of applying themſelves to the more 
gainful Artsof Secular Profeſſions. In r 54 how he managed the Go- 
vernment of that Kingdom, notwithſtanding the turbulent Humor of

To the Second Article, He denieth the ſpeaking of thoſe words, but ith , 
That 30, 401. or more, being returned as lſſues out of the Exchequer, againſt 
ſome that had compounded for Knighthood, for 10/1. or 201. fo as the Iſſucs far 
exceeded the Compoſition, and yet would next time have been increaſed, The

he once had when he was once a Member of it, being he was {till the ſame 
perſon both in Opinion and Intention. 


This the Managers oppoſed, and urged to have him anſwer immediate- 


ly, deſiring if he did not anſwer, then he might be precluded from any 
future Anſwer. 


Upon which he renewed his Requeſt, but withal deſired their Lord- 
ſhips, if it could not be granted to bear with many infirmities both of his 
Body and Mind which were very great, and which did plead for a little 
Favour and Compaſſion. He 'faid, the Houſe of Commons proceeded 
with Juſtice according to their Information, but that he knew it was in 
the Hearts of all that heard him,that he ſhould have time to clear a truth, 


& that no perſon could he thought deny it,and therefore humbly prayed 
he might not be furprized. 


Hereupon the Lords adjourned to their Houſe for half an hour, and

And therefore to lay afide all theſe Aggrava- 
tions by words, wherewith 1 have been ſet forth to your Lordſhips ( only with | 
this ) that I truſt 1 ſhall make my ſelf appear a perſon otherwiſe in my Diſpoſiti- | 
ons and Actions, than I have been rendred ; and ſhortly and briefly, I ſhall fall 
upon the very points, as near as I can, that were mentioned by that Noble Gen- 
tleman; and if 1 ſhould forget any, I defire to be remembred of them, that I 
may give the beſt Anſwer l can on a ſuddain ; with this Proteſtation, Thar if I 
had hzd time, 1 ſhould have given a far clearer Anſwer,than on the ſudden I ſhall 
be able to do. | 

I will take them as they lye in Order : And the firſt thing in this Anſwer is , | 
That in Ireland, by my means, many good Laws were made for increaſe of the 
King's Revenue,and for the good of the Church and Commonwealth z and this I 
humbly conceive, was not denied directly, only it was inferr*d, That Laws 
were of no uſe where Will was put above Law. 

That theſe Laws were made, the Acts of Parliament that are extant, and vi- 
ſible things, do make appear ; For (though I might _—_ it darkly, by reaſon 
| underſtood not matters of Law ) the Truth of itis, before ſuch time as I came * 
there, the Statutes of Wills and Uſes, and Fraudulent Conveyances, were not of | 
| force in Ireland; by which there was a very great miſchief that fell many ways, | 

both on the King, and ſpecially on the Engliſh Planters : For by want of theſe 7K 
Statutes, no man knew when he had a good Title; and old Entayles would be | # 
ſet on Foot, and by that means the later Purchaſer avoided; by which. means | | 
there was a great loſs and prejudice to the King in his Wards; which by theſe | ® 
Laws are ſetled, and the Laws of Jrelard brought much nearer the Laws of Eng- "a 
land than before.

was accidental,by a Contribution of the Country, no Revenue of the Kings. And 
if that had not been ſupplyed, there had been no poſlibility of defraying the Ordi- 


nary Charges of the Crown out of the Revenue ; and that is the Point wherein I 


differ from the Gentleman, his meaning being, That the ordinary Revenue of the 
Kingdom could not bear the ordinary Charge of the Kingdom. And 1 defire 
that Sir Adam Loftus and Sir Robert Dillom,may be examined upon ſuch queſtions as 
ſhall be propounded inthis point. 


And whereas it is ſaid, I was ſhort in the Shipping ; I afhrm, that under favour, 
I was not, Itis true, that in the time of the lare Juſtices, my Lord of Corke, and 
my Lord Loftws, the laſt years Charge of the Shipping was paid forth of 1relard : 
But it is as true, that when the Kingdom underwent the Charge,they leſlened the 
Charge of the King's Army, by ſtriking 500 off from the Army ; and transferred 
the Charge of their pay, to the eaſing of the King's Revenue on the Navy. But 


that Charge being now increaſed again, and brought to the former certainty, 


I conceivel might truly ſay, There -was in my time an eaſe to the Crown of Eng- 


land, ( all things conſidered) which formerly it had not : It being not withthe 


prejudice of the King's Service elſewhere, or leſſening the ſtanding Army, which 


in all times hath been the ſtrongeſt ſupport of the Kings Juſtice, and Miniſters 
there ; and which it: deeply concerns the Crown of England,to keep in ſuch a Con- 
dition, that they may be reſponſible to the King for the Services he thall Tom- 
mand : $o that though the Shipping Charge was paid the laſt year, yet fo paid, 
that the King*s Army was weakened 500 Foot ; whereas now It is paid, and the 
King's Army raiſed to a certainty again z and a Change is made to the better ; 
for inſtead of 500 Foot, there is 600 Horſe. And that I ſay, my Lord of Corke 
remembers very well, there being Letters of his, That Sir Perce Crosby his Regi- 
ment, ſhould be put off, and the money for maintenance thereof, ſhould go to 
defray the Charge of the King's Ships, for guard of the Coaſt. | 


And yet the Charge is much more now than it was; for the Charge was then 
only two Whelps, as my Lord Morntnorrss ſaid : And now there be three Ships. 
The Swallow, a Ship of the Third Rank, and two leſſer Veſlels ; ſo that 1 con- 
cievemy Anſwer, in my ſenſe, was true.

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For the matter of having money out of the Exchequer, I conceive my Anſwer | * 


to contain no matter of Untruth ; for I had out of the Exchequer only 150co/. 
and for that the King will be anſwered 20001. a year good Fee-farm Rent,in lieu 
of it ; which he thought was no ill bargain. It is true, (I ſay) the money ſpoken 
of by Sir eAdam Loftus, was borrowed on my own, and Sir George Ratcliff*s 
Bond, to be paid upon fight. At that time (1 praiſe God)I had Credit for 
20000 l. and at this time ( | thank God for that too ) I have not Credit for 20 4. 
Gods Will be done, I obey it. But this money is honeſtly and juſtly paid ; 
Where is the Crime then ? might not I borrow of a Gentleman that would truſt 
me with money, but it muſt be an Offence ? Is it true, it was of the King's mo- 
ney ; but the King had no uſe for ir at that time. Had not I made uſe of it, it 


muſt otherwiſe have lain in the Exchequer, and yeilded no profit ; and beſides, | 


I borrowed it of one that was Accomptable for it. 

But ſince I am put to it, I will ſhew that which will clear it from being a Crime 
indeed ; which according to the Duty I owe unto His Majeſty, my Maſter, his 
Command hitherto have I kept private to my ſelf: And that is the King's War- 
rant, being all of His own Hand-writing. 

SIr eAdam Loftus, being then Vice- Treaſurer, and now demanded the queſti- 
on, Whether that Warrant was produced to him at the borrowing of the money, 
confeſled, that my Lord of Srrafford never told him of the Warrant. 


The Warrant was read; containing a Licence to make uſe of 40000 1. of | 


His Majeſties Treaſure, now in the hands of His Majeſties Vice-Treaſurer, 


for three years; Provided, that for Security, there be always left in the hands |. 


of the Comptrollers, a Stock of Tobacco, amounting to 40000 I. at the leaſt ; 
witha direction to conceal this particular favour to him, that it might not be 
brought into precedent ; then his Lordſhip proceeded, |

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' "There was accordingly fo much Tobacco left. But, by what Law I know 


not, The Magazines are ſeized on by Order from the Commons Houſe of Par- 
liament, my Goods poſſeſſed, and given over to others, to ſell at their own pri- 
ces; my People impriſoned, as if they had been Traytors Goods, and as if an 
Inquiſition had been found upon me as a-Traytor. And this is my Misfortune, 
to be very hardly dealt withal by the Commons Houſe there, to ſay no more. 

And whereas by the Kings Goodneſs I had liberty to take 40000 Þ took but 
24000 l. And where I had liberty to take it for three years (which expires not 
till Michaelmas next )I paid it in long before the time. And by this one particu- 
}arl hope it will appear to Your Lordſhips, and the Gentlemen of the Houſe of 
Commons, how Noble it will be to believe Charitably of me, till they, hear 
all can be ſaid; forl truſt, in the whole courſe of this Trial, to appear an ho- 
neſt man. 

And whereas 1 faid, I never had but 15000 7. out of the Exchequer, 'and yet 
had 240001. borrowed as aforeſaid. The King Commanded me I ſhould not 
rake notice of His gracious Favour ; and there ore I conceive, that in Duty to 
my Maſter 1 ought not to have taken notice of it, otherwiſe my Anſwer ſhould 
have clearly and plainly exprelſt it : 1 never having Diſobeyed his Majeſty, nor, by 
the Grace of God, never will. 

For the 70co I. for the Guard of the- riſh Coaſt, that was mentioned already ; 
and 1 ſhallnot need to Anſwer it further. 


ſay, there was not only a Reſtitution, but a Preſervation by an Act of Parliament, 
for preſerving the Poſleſſions of the Church from being miſ-uſed by the preſenr 
Incumbent, to the prejudice of the Succeſlors ; which Act, I wiſh werein England : 
But that I conceive not to be Controverted, but granted me. _

pake it, but there is no proof of it, neither hath he offered any proof; and rill 

it be proved, I conceive 1t not fit to trouble Your Lordſhips with Anſwering ir : 
I have done nothing in Church or Common-wealth, but Juſtly and Uprightly. 

Albeit I conceive it a hard caſe, that having the Honour to be the Kings Depu- 
ty ſitting in Council, where there be Twenty who Yoted as well as my {cIf, That 
I ſhould be noted to Anſwer for them all, though I did conſtantly ſubmic my ſelf 
to the Major part. | SY 

And as to my Lord of Canterbury, I beſeech Your Lordſhips to think, That 
what I have done for the Church of Ireland, was out of a faithful Conſcience to 
God Almighty, out of a deſire to increaſe the Religion I Profeſs, and which I 
will witneſs with my Blood, by the bleſſing of Almighty God, if there ſhould be 
occaſion. And when I have done it with reſpect to that Piexy of His Gracious 
Majeſty, which I would faithfully pay Him. I defireit may nor be put upon me, 
as done ian reſpect only to my Lord of Canterbury, where no ſuch thing is pro- 


-j ved : No, Idid it out of Conſcience,my Duty to God, to the King, and to the 


People, that they might be inſtrufted in the way to Eternal Life. And I beſeech 
Your Lordſhips to believe, 1 have a Heart alittle greater than to do any ſuch 


thing to pleaſe any man living, with Modeſty be it ſpoken. 


For the Building of Churches, I confeſs, built not any; and in my Anſwer I 

ſay no more, but that Churches were built ; which the Worthy Gentleman ac- 
knowledged in ſome part. I confeſs they were not Built by me, or at my par- 
ticular Charge ; nor do I ſay otherwiſe in my Anſwer: And it had been a vain 
thing to have ſaid it, Gong I had done it my ſelf. 
__ But it is faid, the Anſwer is not right, in ſaying there be divers Worthy 
Church-men preferred; and three are inſtanced in, Biſhop Achertor, the Biſhop 
of D. and one Gwyn : To this I beſeech Your Lordſhips, that I may be bold tolet 
the Gentlemen know, That Biſhopricks not in the gift of the Deputy, but of the 
King ; and that he is not Reſponſible for what the King doth. | 

But not deſiring to deny any thing thar is true, I confeſs, I think Biſhop Arher- 
ror was unknown to His Majeſty; and that I my ſelf recommended him to the 
Biſhoprick ; and at that time I thought the Biſhop a Perſon fit for that Charge : 
But fuppoſe he had a ſecret fault of his own, (God knowes it was unknown to 
me) may not a man be deceived in his Judgment of a man, but this ſhall be turned

againſt him? It is a very eaſie thing for a man to cover his faults from the eye of | 
the World ; I thought him not a Vicious man, he proved ſo, and he had his me- 
rit, he ſuffered for it : And unlefs I had the Inſpection of Almighty God, I ſup- 
poſe, this cannot be laid to my Charge ; if any private End or ReſpeCt ſhould ap- 
ar in the doing of it,l defire no more of Your Lordſhips Fayour ; and l profels, f 
had rather be out of the World, than not have the Favour of Your Lordlhips, 
and the Honourable Houfe of Commons ; of whom 1 deſire, that they would hear |. 
me with that Equity that they hear every thing, 
For the Biſhop of D. all that is mentioned againſt him is, That he is lmpeached 
of High Treafon by the Commons Houſe of Parliament in ireland : And how the 
Biſhop will acquit himſelf I know not ; but for that, the Biſhop muſt Anſwer for 
himſelf, not I. | 

This Biſhop hath lived in my Houſe a long time,as my Chaplain; and I humbly 
recommended him to that Biſhoprick, taking him (and I hope he will ſo approve 
himſelf) to be a very Learned man, and that I think no body will deny : cer- 
 tainly he hath the Elements to make him a very Worthy Church-man as moſt I 
know. 

For that Gwyn, I profeſs I never heard of him before, nor do I know him , 
But recolleCting my thoughts, I think he was recommended to me by my Lord of 
D. for in Matteis of the Church I did uſe that Gentleman ; andif I were to begin 
the World again, I would uſe him ill, holding him a very honeſt Worthy Man : 
And I think there was ſome Rectory or Impropriation that the Earl of Corke had | 
poſſeſſion of,which was reſtored to the Church; and it was of fo ſmall and trivial 
a value, that they knew not who to pet to ſerve the Cure; and on that occaſion 


ſhould happen, and miſcarry in his hands, it is no fuch hainous Crime as is ob- 
jected. 
But I deſire leave to ſhew what I have done in this kind inſtead of this Mr. Gwyn ; 
and Your Lordſhips may ſee a Lift of thoſe I have preferred to the Church of Tre- 
land, and perhaps they may be known to ſome of Your Lordſhips, and to many 
Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons. And firſt I ſay, I preferred Mr. Gray, and 
have done for him according to the means I had by the Favour and Goodneſs of 
the King ; perhaps he hath that which is worth 3, or 4, or 500 l. a Year by my 
Gift. And this Mr. Gray Ot [ be not miſtaken) was ſometimes Chaplain to a No- 
ble Perſon that ſits on the Earls Bench ; and if it were material further to enquire 
of him, I might give ſatisfaction what he is. I likewiſe brought into that King- 
dom Mr. Tilſon, now Biſhop of Elphiz, ard ſometimes Fellow of Univerſity Col- 
ledge of Oxford, a moſt Worthy, Honeſt, Religious Perſon he is; and thoſe that 
know him, I am ſure will give him that Teſtimony. I likewiſe preferred Dr. 
IHargetſon, Dean of Chriſts Church ; he was of Cambridge, and a Wogthy man. 
Mr. Forward, Dean of Drummore, an Oxford man ; who if he were knovl,, would 
appear worthy of that Preferment. Mr. Dean Creſsy, an Oxford man. Mr.Roade, 
Dean of Derry, a Cambridge man, of Sydney Colledge. Dr. Wentworth, Dean of 
Armagh, of Oxford. Dr. Price, Dean of Conaughr, of Chriſts Church in o__ 
Mr. Thorpe, a Cambridge man. I preferred likewiſe one Mr. Parry, whom 1 found 
in Zreland;, but all the reſt I brought, and ſent for out of Enyland : Nay, I ſent for 
them, and did thoſe things for them before they did ask the Queſtion, or knew 
it; That being a means, under Gods Bleſling, to conform that Kingdom to the 
Church of England. And theſe, and far greater numbers than theſe, to my beſt 
| Judgment ind Underſtanding, I made uſe of as Inſtruments to Gods Glory, His 
true Service, and the reducing of the People to the Profeſſion of the ſame Reli- 
gion that's here in England; and for no other end. But concerning my Carriage 
of the Truſt repoſed in me by the King, touching theſe Eccleſiaſtical Preferments, 
I defire no other Teſtimony or Witneſs for me, but the Lord Primate of 1relarnd, 
who is ſick, and cannot come hither : To whom T will appeal, whether I have not 
in my preferring to the Church Preferments, carried my {elf with all clearneſs and: 
care I could poſlibly. UNS 
To the point of increfing of Proteſtants; if Your Lordſhips pleaſe to hear any 
thing in that kind, I ſhall call my Lord Dillon, and Sir Adam Loftus, who if they

To the diſpoſing of the Army without Grievance to the Subject ; I leave that, 

which was {poken with ſo much Advantage and Ability, above any thing that 
No ſuch a poor man as my ſelf, could be expected) and proceed to that which 
was proved ; obſerving, That one only Teſtimony was produced, (viz.) Alder- 
man F. who ſaid, they have a ſpecial Charter at Dublin to exempt them from Bil- 
letting of Soldiers. But whether it be ſo or no, it hath ever been denyed by the 
Deputies : And by his own Confeſlion,the Foot-Companies of my Lord of Faulk; 
land were Billetted in Dublin. And whereas it was faid they had Lodgings, not 
Money, That was alcered upon a Compolition with the Soldiers, who can expect 
only Lodging ; but if for the Eaſe of the Town they will allow the Soldier Money, 
and leave him to provide for himſelf, it is all one. | 
For the Horſe Troops, My own is, and ever ſince I was there, hath been Bil- 
letted in Dublin, And it is in the power of the Deputy to Garriſon: part of 
the King's Army where he pleaſes, and without controverſie, hath been fo at all 
times. 

And I deſire that my Lord Ranulazh may be asked, Whether the Soldiers of the 
| Company he hath, be not Billetted in Arblone, at leaſt ſome part of it, Ir is true, 
my Lord of Faukland*s Troop was not Billetted in Dubliz z but they were in the 
Counties round about, which was more chargeable. 

And beſides, here is produced but one ſingle Witneſs; and I hope my own An- 
{wer may ſtand equal, and in as much Credit, as a ſingle Teſtimony, that on the 
matter, confeſſes the thing in a great part. 

For the increaſe of Shipping, the Gentleman queſtion'd it not; and really there 
is now 100 Tun for one, that was there beforemy coming. And if I had time to 
ſend into Ireland for the Certificates of the Officer of the Ports, (the Surveyor, 
I think) who views the Ports once a Year, it ſhould appear to Your Lordſhips, 
that I have not abuſed you, nor the Honourable Gentlemen that hear me. And 
whether that be an Argument that the Trade and Wealth of the Kingdom is im- 
proved, (1 appeal to all that hear me) when the Shipping doth ſo much increaſe : 
And the Cuſtoms, which were not above 13000 /. a year,are come to 40000 /. and 
that on the ſame Book of Rates. | 
Concerning the Sentencing of Jurors, and the queſtioning of them in the Star- 
Chamber. 1t 1s true, divers of their Sentences were paſt : And to thoſe Sentences 
I refer my ſelf, till ſomething be proved againſt the Truth and Juſtice of them. 
And I think it will ſtand with Your Lordſhips Goodneſs, to judge the beſt of the 
Court of Caftle-Chamber, wherein the Deputy hath but one Voice, They bein 
the King's Miniſters, and ſtanding upon their Oathes to do their Duties : But 1 
think in my Conſcience, there was the greateſt reaſon in the World to ſentence 
| thoſe Perſons. And when it comes to be examined, it will prove ſo. And un- 
leſs a ſtriCt hand be in that kind held upon the Natives, the Prieſts ſhall carry 
them againſt all things that can be. For either they do not, or will not, under- 
ſtand their Evidence : fo that it begets one of the moſt crying Sins in Ireland. 
And it ſome Examples have been made, they are upon ſtrict Grounds and Reaſons 
of State, For if Jurors going direftly and manifeſtly contrary to their Evidence, 
be not puniſhed, that high and ancient Trial by Jury, will fall, And is it not 
ordinary in Englard to have Juries Sentenced for not finding according to the Evi- 
dence ? But if any one hath not been Juſt, upon inſtancing of the particulars, 1 
will Anſwer for his Vote as well as I can : For it muſt ſtand or fall according to 
the Merit of the Cauſe, 

But one thing which 1 obſerye the Gentleman to ſay, is very Conſiderable ; for 
he tells what was ſpent there this laſt Year. This | have little to Anſwer for : 
For when I came out of Ireland, there was 100000 l. in the Exchequer; and how

HEREAS amongft other things in the Graces vouchſafed to Our 
Y V ' Subjefts, 1628, We ſignified Our Pleaſure, That the Nobility, Un- 
dertakers, and Others, holding Eftates in Ireland, ſhould be reſident 
there, and not to depart without Licence : And being now given to under- 
fland, That notwithjtanding thoſe Diretions, divers perſons (not of the mea- 
wer ſort) take liberty to paſs into this Kingdom, or Foreign Parts, as if they 
underſtood not what they owed to Us in their Duty, or themſelves in their 
evil Carriage, which preſumption we may not long ſuffer, &xc. We do there- 


known Our Pleaſure, That all Nobility, Undertakers, and others, that hold 
Eſtates and Offices, ( ſuch perſons only excepted, as be imployed here,&c.) do 
hereafter make their perſonal Reſidence, and not depart for England,or other 
place, without privity of Our Deputy, any former Letters to the contrary not- 
withſtanding. | 

And becanſe We reſolve to have this courſe conſtantly obſerved, (if you ſhall 
have notice of any Contemner of this Command) Our Will aud Pleaſure is, 
That you proceed againſt them in an exemplary way to deterr others; And 


From whence he inferred, That this being required by the Law of the 
Land, by the Requeſt of the Iriſh, according to the Lord Faulkland's former 
Inſtruttions, and juſtified by.the King's Letter, be truſted it would not appear 
to their Lordſhips ſo great a Crime as at firſt it might ſeem. That the Council 
concurred to the Proclamation, that there was great reaſon of State for it, 
in regard O Neal and Tir Connel having Regiments of the moſt ancient Iriſh 
Septs in the Service of the King of Spain, zf every one might withdraw at 
pleaſure, without giving an account, it would open all the Power and Means 
to diſtemper that State, and he feared it would produce ſad Events in that 
Kingdom. 


And here I cannot but admire the Prophetick Wiſdom of this Great 
Man and States man, ſo ſoon juſtified by the Event, when upon this Li- | 
berty procured by the Eng/iſs Parliament, in ſo few months after his | 
Death, that Horrid Rebellion and Maſſacre broke out, which produced 
the moſt deplorable Events in the World. 


But to proceed, he ſhewed further, That this Reſtraint was to prevent 
the going over of the Nobility and Gentry to be Educated at Doway and| 
St. Omers, and was for the Intereſt of the Proteſtant Religion. | | 

As to my Lord of Eſmond which appeared to be ſo foul a buſineſs, he was |

Commanded to attend the Board to be Examined ; And whereas in Contempt 
thereof, he not  onely  neglefled to attend accordingly, but departed this 
Kingdom,. which being repreſented to His Majeſty, it pleaſed His Majeſty to | 
require his return hither to attend this Board; To which end a Bond was 
taken for his Appearance here the next Council-day, after the 12th of Aug. 
And whereas he was preſent himſelf at this Board 9th of October, 1638,but 
offered no Petition; as if he diſdained ſo far to humble himſelf to this Au- 
thority ; whereupon it being made known to him, That it became him, in the 
Duty he owed to the Dignity of this Board, to come by Petition, as all other 
Men: but he forbearing to exhibit his Petition, 1/1 he was called by us 
the Deputie to do it ; and then when he exhibited it, he therein miſrecited 
his Offence ; alleadging it to be for his repairing to England without Licence; 
whereas his Offence was, The diſobeying the Orders of this Board, Second- 
ly, He laid a Tax on William Ralton Eſq; Aleadging, That on pretence | 
of  Direftion from Secretary Cooke, he took his Bond for Appearance here, 
whereas he knew it was not by any feigned direftion, but by appointment of | 
Secretary Cooke,by His Majeſtie's Direttion. Thirdly, 1 ad of hum- 
bling himſelf, he defired Cancelling of. his Bond, and Diſmiſton from atten- | 
dance ; and the rather, becauſe he conceived he had not in any degree tranſ- 
greſſed the Proclamation ; cautelouſly alledging that to be his Offence, which 
was not laid to his Charge. And Fraud as hzs firſt Offence in Eſloyning 
himſelf to ſhun the guilt whereof he was convinced ; and after his bold and 
inſolent behaviour at this Board (in anſwering plainly, That he conceived: 
the Command of the Lord Chancellor ought to free him from the Command 
of this Board ) deſerves ſuch proceedings againſt him, as may be both Puniſh- 
ment to him, and Example to others :. It is therefore Ordered, That he ſtand 
Fined in 5001. Bound to his Good Behavioar ; fland Committed to the 
Caſtle during the Deputy's Pleaſure ; and make Acknowledgment of his Of-| 
fence at this Board.

The worſt thar can be made of it, is, an abſurd-execution of a Power ; but, to 
make it Treaſon when I had Commiſſion and Liberty ſo to do, methinks that is 
very hard : And, it was no abſurd execution of a Power, under favour neither, 
dy I had the Precedent of all the former Deputies and Lieutenants in the 
Cale. 

My Lords, it was. never Complained of all the. while I was there, for ought 
appears to your Lordſhips; ſo, that it ſeems there was no great Innoyation, nor 
Inconvenience, for, if there were, I ſhould have heard of it. 

But, the Statute 1 1. E. 1, c4.7. ſets a penalty upon any Subject, that ſhall Aſ- 
ſeſs without the Deputies Authority. Now I do moſt humbly beſeech your Lord- 
ſhips, that you would be pleaſed to remember that, and let me know how it 
ſhould be but Penal in a Common perſon to do it , and yet Treaſon in a 
Deputy ! ; 

My Lords, I ſhall likewiſe humbly mind your Lordſhips of the Statute, or 
rather two Statutes, as | take it, whereby 1 conceive this Statute, that made 
a Treaſon in Ireland was repealed ; But, howſvever, the praCtice in all time 
hath gone __ contrary to that Statute, and the beſt Interpretation of Law is the 
Praftice of Law ; and therefore the PraCtice having been otherwiſe, it is an Ar- 
 gument very ſtrong and prevalent, that the Deputy as Chief Governour, was 
never intended to be Concluded within that ACt, nor never to be brought in by 
General Words onely. 

And,that this ſhould be a Levying of War againſt the King, within the Statute of : 
25 E. 3. in England, ſurely 1 conceive it cannot be ; for, the Burning of Towns, 
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but, this isa ſtrange Levying of War, with two or three Soldiers to reſt in 
Peace and Quietneſs, eating on Contemners only ( and not Killing and Slaying ) ; 
andall ro procure Obedience to the King, not in Diſobedience to his Command.

No, My Lords ; This, in the Caſe of a private Man,had been but a Forcible | 
Entry, or a Ryot at the moſt, ifa man had done the ſame thing Mr. Savil did 
of his own Authority, without the Deputy, it had been but a Force and Ryot; 
and, How ſhall this be in my Caſe High-Treaſon ? | 
The next Charge, in that Caſe, 1s, concerning a Warrant to one Pipgor, 
another Serjeant at Arms,and the great and crying Miſcarriages and Miſimploy- | 
ments of ſuch a Warrant, if there had been any,it was when I ( as your Lordſhips 
may pleaſe to remember ) was out of Ireland, and that was the Caſe of Bern, a 
very Foule Miſdemeanor, as it proved. But, My Lords, I being out of the King- 
dom, and no ſuch Warrant ſhown, I conceive I am abſolutely diſmiſſed as unto: 
that, and have nothing to anſwer for it : there was nothing done while I was 
in the Kingdom : there is no Warrant of mine ſhown : therefore, 1 conceive, 1 
ſtand clear of that likewiſe.

Vexations of the King's Miniſters there; that, after men had received Judgment 
of the King's Courts, they might not preſently come, and, by Clamours, call 
over a Chief Juſtice, or a Chancellor, or Preſident, to Anſwer here, and be at 
charge of five or ſix hundred pounds, unleſs they acquaint the Deputy with it, 
that they mjght be righted in the place ; and, this is Charged againſt me as a 
great Crime. 

Truly, My Lords, 1 ſhall Confefs, and Amend any thing, and truſt other 
Judgments rather than mine own ; but, I ſee not how this can Charge me, as 
intending to ſubvert the Lawsof the Land, but rather to preſerve them. 

The other concerns a Proclamation, That none ſhall depart the Kingdom without 
Licenſe. 

Th Lords,for that I have ſhewed, that no man out of that Kingdom, can come 
without Licenſe, but upon very great Penalties, I have ſhewed likewiſe, it was 
the deſire of their own Agents fome 15 or 16 years ſince, That there might be 
ſuch a Reſtraint, and none might come over without Licenſe. 1 have ſhewed 
you likewiſe.the Inſtructions to my Lord of Faxlkland,by which he was Command- 
ed, in perſuance of that Deſire, that none ſhould come oyer without his Licenſe : 
'T have ſhewed the expreſs Command of His Majeſty to me, to have it ſo. I have 
\ſhewed you likewiſe the Reaſons of State, why it ſhould be ſo, to preyent that 
-praftice and Intelligence, which might otherwife ariſe betwixt them of that Na- 
[ion ſerving under Tir-Counell and O Neale; and likewiſe to prevent the going 
over, and Tranſplanting the Prime Nobility and Gentry to Seminaries, and 
other ſuch places, there to be brought up : and therefore, in reaſon of State, it 
is a Reſtraint, and ought ſo to be. But, having theſe grounds of Law, Warrant, 
Practice, Former InſtruCtion and all, Why this ſhould be brought to me in par- 
ticular Charge, to Convince me of endeayouring the Subverſion of the Laws, 1 
muſt ſubmit to your Lordſhips.

And for their 
Charters he ſays, He micht very well ſay ſo, for he intended it no otherwiſe, but ac- 
cording to the validity of them, for they were ſeveral ways queFtionable, and ought not 
to bind unleſs they were good in Law, Burt if you look upon his Arguments, he hath 
like a cunning Orator, omitted the principal part of the Article ; and that is, 
That Ireland i a Conquered Nation, and they were to be governed as the King pleaſeth, 
the King might do with them what he I; ; this he omits, although they be proved 
by three Witneſſes, and are appliable to his intentions fully ; yet he could make 
uſe of ſo much as makes for him, and leaves out the reſt, like your Lordlhips 
know whom. 

Then he deſcends. to the Fourth Article, and this concerns ſome words he 
ſhould ſpeak, upon an occaſion betwixt him and my Lord of Cork, that he ſhould 
| tell my Lord of Cork, He would have neither Law nor Lawyers diſpute or queſtion hu 
Orders. And upon another occaſion, That he would make my Lord of Cork, and all 
Ireland know, That all Alts of State (which are Acts of Council) there made, ſhould 
be as binding as any Aft of Parliament : This he ſaid was proved but by one Wit- 
neſs : and I extreamly marvel to hear him ſay ſo; for the latter words we proved 
by four, or five, or ſix Witneſſes, that is, That he would have. Afts of State, as| 
binding as Aits of Parliament. Whereas he ſayes, theſe are all the words produ- 
ced againſt him in the time of Seven Years Government there ; your Lordſhips 
have heard of many words, and if we would trouble your Lordſhips further in 
this kind, we could prove ſuch words ſpoken, as often almoſt as he remained 
dayes in Ireland, that is, for the miſ-recital., The other part two Witneſſes 

proved ; but the reſidue, That they muF$t expett Law from the King as a Conqueror, 
That Atts of State ſhould be equal to Alts of Parliament ;, and when an Aft of Parlia- 
ment would not paſs, he would make it good by an Aft of State: Thele ſpeeches at 
other times were proved by five Witneſſes. | 

Then he falls back to the Second Article, touching the words, That the King's 
little finger ſhould be heavier than the toins of the Law. 

My Lords, Theſe words were proved expreſly by five Witneſſes, to be by him 
ſpoken; and if he had produced five hundred that had ſaid he did not ſpeak them, 
they had not been equivalent to diſprove five; but he produces none, Sir William 
Pennyman repeats other words, and inverts them, and none but he. Another 
party, a Miniſter, reports a report that he heard concerning theſe words, but 
my Lord, he faith, the occaſion of the ſpeaking of them was not mentioned. 
Truly perhaps it might be the forgetfulneſs of my Lord's memory, but let me 
put him in mind ; and your Lordſhips remember that the occaſion was expreſt by 
one, and that 1s Sir David Fowles, that he laying a Command: upon Sir David, 10 


told him he could not do it by Law. And therefore omitting it, my Lord faid to him, 
Sir, ſome are all for Law and Lawyers, but you ſhall know, that the King's little finger 
will be heavier than the loins of the Law. Here is the occaſion, though he would

all that hear me, what Argument this is, and what he declares his opinion to be 
this day. 

In he latter part let me cloſe hands, and agree with him ; he ſayes, Proofs

tween both Nations, and an occaſion of drawing tmo Armies into this Kingdom, and 
to incenſe the Var. 

My Lords, I remember ( if I did not mi{-conceive, and my memory miſ- 
prompt me) my Lord faid, He could have no occaſion to incenſe a War, being a 
man of an Eſtate, and ſhould have no buinefit by it, having ſufficient to live 


and provoking of it, was the principal inſtrument of bringing to paſs his de- 
ſign of ſubverting the Laws, through the whole work of ir. 

| MyLords, in the paſſage of this, he takes occaſion to ſpeak of the Teſtima-

My Lords, In the four and twentieth Article he mentions, That he #s charged 
with being an occaſion to break the Parliament, and lays hold of that, as in the other 
Arucles, That it was not proved, but declined. My Lords, when he ſhall hear the 
repericion of the Evidence, though part of the Ariiclz was not particularly in- 
fiited upon, yer l helieve it will appzar to your Lordſhips, and the world, that 
. he was the occaſion of breaking the laſt Parliament, and ir is expreſly proved by 
Wiraciics enough; and though he ſayes, How ſhould any body think him an occaſion 
of it, that did ſo often adviſe Parliaments ? yet | ſhall ſhew anon, that when he 
did adviſethem, it was to compaſs his uwn Deſign and Plot, without which, his 
ends could noi be brought to paſs. |

lieve to your Lordſhips, when you have heard it, that the incenſing of this War, |

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With theſe he concluded, except ſome things that he took, by way of artih- 
cial infinuation, to perfwade your Lordſhips, That it was dangerous to raiſe a 
Treaſon that had lain aſleep, 1 know not how many hundred years, and create a Trea- 
ſon.

no Treaſon to deſtroy King, and Kingdom, and People, and all; all which are 
deſtroyed, if the Law be ſubverted. 


And now having touched upon what he hath ſpoken, with your Lordſhips good 


favour, I ſhall crave leave to run the courſe I have propounded with my {elf : 
and that very briefly ; that is, upon the whole matter, to thew how far the Evi- 
dence, produced on the Commons part, doth prove the Charge. 

My Lords, That laid to his Charge, is a deſign and purpoſe to ſubvert the funda-

And he 
had fo incircled himſelf about, that if the Judges ſhould find the party that re- 
turns not the Habeas Corpus, according to Law, there was a Power, and a War-

And now I refer it to your Lordſhips judgments, Whether this be not to draw 
an Arbitrary Power to himſelf.

may hear, though twenty do not hear ; and this 1s no contradiction at all : for 
thoſe perſons whom he examined, the Lord Treaſurer, Marquis Hamilton, my 
Lord Cotrtington, did not hear the words that are proved by two Witneſles, con- | 
cerning the Kinos being looſe and abſolved from Rules of Government : and if they did 
not hear thoſe words, no marvel they did not hear the other : and therefore 
that which he himſelf pretends to be a convincing teſtimony, is nothing at all ; fo 
that his objections are clearly taken —_ and the ſingle teſtimony fortified with 
reſtimonics that make above one witneſs, and ſo the words are fully proved. 

But to fortify the whole, I ſhall handle all theſe Articles together ; This deſign 
to ſubvert the Law, and to exerciſe an Arbitrary Power above the Law in this | 
Kingdom,will (upon the proofs putting them all together,and not taking them in 
pieces as my Lord of Srrafford hath done) appear to have been harboured in his 
thoughts, and ſetled in his heart long before it was executed. 

You ſce what his Counſels were, That the King having try:d the affeftions of his 
People, was looſe and abſoived from all Rules of Government, and might do every thin 
that power would admit ; and His hy had tryed all ways, and was refuſed, and 
ſhould be acquitted of God and Man; and bad an Army in Ireland, wherewith if he 
pleaſed he might reduce this Kingdom : 10 there muſt be a trial of his People, for 


uſal muſt give advantage of neceſfity, and this necellity muſt be an advantage 
to uſe his Prerogative againſt the Rule of the Law, and conſent of the Peo- 
ple; this is his advice, which ſhews that this very thing that happened, did 
harbour in his thoughts long before the breach of the Parliament, and the oc- 
caſion of the Army. : 
Your Lordſhips have heard it confeſſed by himſelf, That before this laFt advice, 
he had adviſed the calling of a Parliament : To the Parliament a propoſition, of 
Twelve Subſidies was made for ſupply, and ( which may be ſpoken with great 
aſſurance ) before they had conſulted, or given any reſolution to that propoſj- 
tion, the Parliament was diſſolved, upon a Suppoſal that the Supply was denied. 
Now that this was pre-deſigned by my Lord of Strafford himſelf, I beſeech you 
obſerve theſe things following, that is, The words in the Two and Twentieth Arti- 
cle, That His eAajeſty was firſt to try the Parliament, and if that did not ſupply him , 
then be would ſerve the King any other way. | 
His words are proved by Mr. Treaſurer, That if the Parliament ſupplyed him 
not, be would ſerve him any other way ; and this is before the Parliament ſet : now 
if your Lordſhips hear the proots of my Lord Primate, ( which my Lord of 
Strafford flights taking it ſingly ) my Lord Primate before the Parliament was 
called, when my Lord of Strafford was in Treland, and not yet come into this 
Kingdom, teſtifies, my Lords, ſaying, That if the Parliament will not ſupply Hu 
e Majeſty, the King was acquittcd before God and Man, if he took ſome other courſe 
ro ſupply himſelf, though againſt the will of the Subjetts. 1 beſeech your Lordſhips, 
obſerve how he propheties theſe things muſt come to paſs, and adviſed them ac- 
cordingly. | 
My Lord Conway teſtifies, that before the Parliament fate, my Lord of Straf- 
ford ſaid, that if the Parliament would not ſupply His Majeſty, the King was acquit- 
red before God and Man, if he took another courſe to ſupply himſelf, though it were a- 
oainſt the will of the Subjett, and he doubts not but the Parliament would grve, What? 
Twelve Subſidies : and your Lordſhips very well remember, Twelve were pro- 
pounded ; but I beſeech you, obſerve the coherence of all ; the Parliament muſt

Your Lordlhips. remember how freſh my Lord of BriſtoP's memory is, touch- 
ing my Lord of S:rafford's opinion upon the diflolution of the Parliament ; how 
he declared unto my Lord of Br:ſtol inſtantly within three or four dayes after, 
That the King was not to be maſtered by the frowardneſs of his people, or rather of 
ſome particular perſons ;, and your Lordſhips remember Sir George Wentworths 
words ſpoken the very day of diſſolving the Parlſament ; which may be very 
well applyedas a concurrent proof to his intentions of bringing the Army into 
Enzland. He was my Lord's own Brother, that knew much of his Counſel, and 
| his words are, That the Engliſh Nation would neutr be well till they were conquered 
\ over 474in. So my Lords, put all together, if he declarcd his own intentions, 
| if actions, in executing this Tyrannical and Arbitrary Power, if Counſels of 
as dangerous conſequence, in as high a ſtrain as can be, be not a ſufficient Evi- 
dence to provean intention, and deſire to ſubvert the Law, I know not what 
can prove ſuchan interpretation : and now l refer it to your Lordlhips judgments, 
whether here be not a good proof of the Article laid to his Charge.

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My Lords, in the Seven and Twentieth Article, he is charged with levyinz of 
War upon the Kinz's People, by forcing them,in Yorkſhire to pay Xoney ;, to prove 
they were ſo forced, you have heard by two Witneſles, that Sergeant-Major 
Yaworth, by Muſquetiers, four together inthe Town, and one by one out of the 
Town, did compel them to pay the fortnights contribution, elſe they were to 
ſerve in perſon: "That he did this by Warrant, is likewiſe confeſſed by Sir William 
Pennyman : and whether this were an authority derived from, or commanded by 
my Lord of Strafford, that is the queſtion; and my Lords, it is plainly proved, 
that it was commanded by my Lord of Srrafford, for Sir William Pennyman 
himſelf being examined,alledged that the Warrant was made in purſuance of the F 
relation,and direCQtion made by my Lord of Srrafford. | 

Your Lordſhips heard what my Lord of Strafford did ſay before-hand, as is 
proved by two Witneſſes, ( Sir William Ingram and Mr. Cholwley)) that this Mo- 
ney ſhould be paid, or leyvyed on the Subjects Goods ; Then his Declaration to | 
Sir William Pennyman, ( 1n purſuance of which he made his Warrant ) that it was | 
the aſſent of the Lords of the great Council, that this Money ſhould be levyed; 
and taking all together, whether it fixes it not upon him to be the Author and 
Inſtrument, 1t reſts in your judgments in point of Fac : and ſol ſuppoſe the | ' | 
Seven and twentieth Article reſts on him, and ſo I ſhall conclude the Evidence 
produced on the bchalf of the Commons. 

And now give ine leave to put your Lordſhips in mind of ſome Evidences of- | 
tered by my Lord Serafford himſelf in his Anſwer, and in the paſſages of his 
Defence, for his clearing and juſtification, but tending direCly to his condem- 
nation. 

I will enter upon ſome paſlages he mentioned to day, and often before; When "I 
he is charged with invading the Eſtates of the Peers of the Kinrdom of Ireland, and | 
determining them upon Paper Petitions in an Arbitrary way : yourLordſhips have heard 
him ſpeak it before, and repeat it this day, Thar he did ir out of Compaſſion, for the 
more expeditious proceeding on behalf of the poor againſt theſe mohty: Bur then my 
Lords, I beſeech you, compare ſome other part of his Proceedings. Your Lord- 
ſhips remember the buſineſs of the Flax, which concerns the poor wholly and 
univerſally; and if compaſſion had been the rule and direttion of his Actions | 

| rowards the poor, ſurely this would have been a juſt cauſe to have commiſera- 
red them in this caſe z; but he exerciſed his power over them, and over them 
wholly, and over them univerſally : and therefore ir ſhews, it is not his com- 
paſſion to the poor, nor reſpect to the rich,or mighty, that will any way reftrain 
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or obſtruct his ways, to his own Will. And therefore you may ſee what truth | 
there is in his anſwer, by comparing one part of the Charge with another, when 
the buſineſs of the Flax brought that calamity upon theKing's Subjects,that Thou- 
ſands of them perijhed for lack of Bread, and dyed in Ditches. 

Secondly, Your Lordſhips have often heard him uſe a Rhetorical infinuation, 
wondring that he ſhould be charged with words, and they ſtrained fo high as to 
be made Treaſon, to queſtion his Lite and Poſterity, though the words might be 
ſpoken unadviſedly, or in diſcourſe, or by chance : Your Lordſhips remember the 
Fifth Article, touching his proceedings againſt my Lord Mountnorris,where words 
were ſpoken in an ordinary diſcourſe at dinner, and flight ones, God knows, of 
no conſequence at all, ſuch as another man would ſcarce have hearkened after, 
and yet my Lord extends them to the taking away' of my Lord e Hountnorris his 
life; gets a Sentence of Death againit him, and that againſt Law, with a high 
hand, in ſuch a manner, as I think your Lordſhips have not heard the like ; and 
therefore I beſeech you, compare one part of his Anſwer with another, and ſee 
how ready he is to make uſe of any thing that may excuſe himſelf; ind yet when 
he comes to aCt his power, you ſee his exerciſe of it. 

You have heard how he magnifies his Zeal for advancing the King's Benefit 
and Revenue, and his care of his Service, and would ſhelter and proteCt him- 
ſelf under it, to juſtifie an exorbitant action : but if your Lordſhips call to mind 
the buſineſs of the Cyſtoms for Tobacco, ( which in truth were the King's right 
and due, and a great profit was thereby advanced ; and he truſted to advance 
it. ) The King muſt looſe of his former Rents in the caſe of Cuſtom, and re- 


ceived a ſmall Rent in the caſe of Tobacco, my Lord himſelf in the mean time 
imburſing ſuch vaſt ſummsof Money : where is then the diſcharge of his Truſt ? | 
where is his care to advance the King's Rents ? to increaſe his Revenue ? Com- | 
pare that part of his Anſwer with this, and ſee what credit is to be given to kis} 
affirmation. 

My Lords, throughout the palloges of his diſcourſe he inſinuates, ( and ne- 
ver more than this day ) with the Peers of the Realm, magnifying them almoſt 
to Idolatry ; and yet my Lords, when he was in his Kingdom in Jreland, and | 
had power over them, what reſpect ſhewed he then to the Peers of the Kingdom; | 
when he judged ſome to death, trampled upon others in miſery, committed | 
them to priſon, and ſeized on their Eſtates z where then was the Peerage he now | 
magnifies £ | 

And to ſhew it was an inſinuation for his own advantage, you may remember, 
when there was an unlawful Act to be committed, that is, the levying of Mo- 
ney in the North, What regard had he then to the Peers of the Kingdom, when 
he comes to juſtifie and boulſter up High-Treaſon it ſelf, under the name and 
authority of the great Council, where moſt of the Peers of the Realm then 
were? and fo by this time I know what credit your Lordſhips give to his 
words ſpoken, when he lies under your Mercy and Power : but what do I ſpeak 
of the Peers of the Kingdom, and his uſing of them? My Lords, he ſpared 
not his Soveraign, His Majeſty in His whole Defence ; for being charged with 
offences of a high nature, he juſtifies thoſe offences under the pretence, and un- 
der the authority of His Majeſty, our Gracious King and Soveraign, even Mur- 
ther it ſelf, in the Caſe of Dexwire, and my Lord Mountnorrss. Treaſon it 
ſclf in'the Fifteenth Article by a Command in Ireland, and in the Seven and| 
twentieth, by a pretended authority from His Majeſty in the face of His people ; 
he juſtifies my Lord Mountnorris his ſentence by a Letter from his Majeſty, 


Denwit's Sentence by a Commiſſion from his Majeſty, and he read three or four 
clauſes to that purpoſe. p- 

My Lords, my Lord of Strafford doth very well know ( and if he doth not 
know it, I have a Witneſs to produceagainſt him, which I will not examine, but 
refer it to his own Conſcience, that is, The Petition of Right ) that the King's 
Servants are to ſerve him according to Law and no otherwiſe : he very well knew if 
an unlawful act be committed, eſpecially to a degree of Treafon and Murder, | 
the King's Authority and Warranc produced, is no juſtification at all. So then, 
my Lords, to mention the King's name, to juſtifie an unlawful act jn that way, | 
can do him no good ; and his own underſtanding knows, it may do the King | 
harm, if we had not ſo Graciousa King, that no ſuch thing can do harm unto. . 


But, 
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Bur, my Lords, to produce the King's Warrant to jultihe his ations under | 
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his Patent and Command, what is it elſe, -but ſo far as in him les, 1n the face 
of his people, to raiſe a cloud, and exhale a va our? To interpoſe betwixt 
the King and his Subjetts whereby the ſplendor of his Glory and Juſticerannor 
be diſcovered to his people ? | : : SIR 

My Lords, what is it elſe, when the people make complaint againſt the Mini- 
ſters ( that ſhould execute Juſtice )) of their oppreſlion and ſlavery, and bond- 
age ? For the Miniiter, when he 1s queſtioned to juſtifie this under the King's 
Authority, what is it, I ſay, but as much as in that Miniſter lies, to fix this of- 
fetice, to faſten this oppreſſion upon the King himſelf, ro make it to be believed, 
that the occaſion of theſe their groans proceeded from his Sacred Majeſty ? yet 
God be thanked the ſtrength of that Sun is powerful enough to diſpel theſe va- 
pours, and to diſperſe the cloud that he would have raiſed z bur in the mean 
time, my Lord is nothing to be excuſed, _ | 5% 

My Lords, he may pretend zeal to the King's Service, and affection to His 
Honour, but give me leave not to believe it; ſince, when he is queſtioned by all 
the King's people, and in the face of his people, and offences laid to his charge, 
which himſelf now confeſles to be againſt- Law ; he fhould juſtifie it under the 
King's authority ; that ſayours not of a good ſeryant : I will ſay no more. 

My Lords, he is charged with exerciſing a tyrannical power over the King's 
people,and in his Defence your Lordſhips have often heard(and I may not omit it) 
that he ſhelters himſelf under the proteCtion of the King's Prerogative, though 
he be charged with Tyranny of the higheſt nature that may be : ſee then how 
foul and malignant an aſpect this hath. My Lords, whart is it elſe, but to en- 
deavour, as much as in him lies, to infuſe into the King's heart an apprehenſion, 
that his Prerogative is ſo botromleſs a Gulf,ſo nnlimiced a Power, as is not to 
be comprehended within the Rules of Law, or within the bounds of Goyern- 
ment ? forelſe why ſhould he mention the Prerogative, when he is charged 
to exceed the Law ? What is it elſe, bur as far as in him lies, to make the people 
believe ( for I may not forget the words he hath uſed ) by bis magnifying of the 


of the Government that God pleaſes to pur into the Kings hands, had not-that 

ſtamp upon it ? as if any thing dane by one, was to be juſtified by authority de- 

rived from Heaven, bur the other not. 

Theſe expreſſions your Lordſhips remember ; and I may not omit to put your 

Lordſhips in mind of them ; and 1. Can expound them no otherwiſe than, as much 

2s in him lies,to make theSubject believe and apprehend, that which is the buckler 
and defence of his protection, to be rhe two-edged ſword of his deſtruCtion, ac- 

cording to the Doctrine he Preached; and that that which is the Sanctuary of 
their Liberty, is the Snare and Engine of their Slavery. And thus he hath caſt a 

bone of contention, as much as in him lay, betwixt King and People, to make 

the Subjects loath that glorious Flower of his Crown,by fixing a jcalouſie in them, 

that it may be a means of their Bondage and Slavery. 

But there is ſo much Piety and Goodneſs in the King's Heart, that I hope,upon 

fair underſtanding, there will be no ſuch occaſion z but no thanks to the party, 

that ſo much advanced the Prerogative in the caſe and condition he ſtands in, to 

juſtify that which is laid to his Charge of High Treaſon. 

My Lords, I beſeech you give me leave; there is no gromne ſafety to King 
and People, than to have the Throne incircled with good Counſellors; and no 
greater danger to both, than to have it encompaſſed. with wicked and dangerous 
ones ; and yet 1 beſeech you call to mind, how he hath attempted to deprive the 
Subject of all means to diſcover this danger, by inſinuating to your Lordſhips, 
what a dangerous thing it were, if Counſellors ſhould be called in queſtion for giving of 
Counſel : for who then ({aith he) would be a Counſellor ? where is your ſafeguard * 


People of the means whereby they muſt make themſelves happy, and whereby 
the King muſt be happy, that is, by his having good Counſellors about him * 
and yet. he infuſes that venom, that che queStioning of Counſellors is dangerous both 
to King and Peers, if it ſhould be brought into Example. My Lords, for many years 
by-paſt, your Lordſhips know an evil ſpirit hath moved amongſt us, which in

the Commons of England; he expreſſed in a paſſion, that thinzs were carried pups, FE 
bim by Fattion and Correſpondence, and (if he had time he would make it appear ) with| 
a ſtrong Conſpiracy. Here is a ſcandal caſt upon the Parliament of 1reland, with a| & 
refletion on the Commons of England; howſoever, it is true, your Lordſhipg 
may remember the recantation he made that day, which I will not omit, defiri 
not to lay any thing to his charge but what is true; bur it is the refleftion of a 
ſcandal that I cannot omit to put. your Lordſhips in mind of; and the rather,be- 
cauſe this Remonſtrance, preſented from the Parliament of Irelaxd, did bear date 
before my Lord of Strrafford was charged here, which is very remarkable, viz. the 
7th of November; and therefore, though he pretends a correſpondence, certainly 
there could be none then, for he is not charged here till the Tenth. 

And the ſame day, juſtifying a Sentence in the Caſtle-Chamber, your Lordſhips 
remember he affirmed, that unleſs a ftritt hand were kept upon the Nation there, they 
wonld find it bard to prevent Perjury, one of the moFt crying Sins in Ireland. Nowto 
lay an afperſion upon the Subjects of Treland, being under the Government of the 
ſame King with us, how fit this is to be done by a man in that condition that my 
Lord of Strafford is, I refer to your conſideration.

England hath been conquered,and I ales 
hath been conquered, and by this reaſon, will be in little better caſe than Ire 
land : if the King, by the right of a Conqueror, gives Laws to his People ; ſhall 
not the People by the ſame reaſon, be reſtored to the right of the Conquered, to 
recover their Liberty if they can ? What can be more hurtful, more pernicious to 


both, than ſuch propoſitions as theſe ? And in theſe particulars is determined 
the fixſt Conſideration. |

The Second Conſideration is this z This Arbitrary Power is dangerous to the 
King's Perſon, and dangerous to his Crown : it is apt to cheriſh Ambition, 
Uſurpation, and Oppreſlion in great Men, and to beget Sedition and diſcontent 
in the People ; and both theſe have been, and in reaſon muſt ever be, cauſes of 
great trouble and alteration to Princes and States. | 

If the Hiſtories of thoſe Eaſtern Countreys be peruſed, where Princes erder 
their affairs according to the miſchievous Principles of the Earl of Straford, 
looſe and abfolved from all rules of Government, they will be found to be fre-| 
quent in Combuſtions, full of maſſacres, and of the Tragical ends of Princes. 
If any man ſhould look into our own ſtories, in the times when the Laws were moſt 
negletted, he ſhall find them full of commotions, of civil diſtempers ; whereby 
the Kings that then Reigned, were always kept in want and diſtreſs; the People 
conſumed with Civil Wars; and by ſuch wicked Counſels as theſe, ſome of our 
Princes have been brought to ſuch miſerable ends, as no honeſt heart can remem- 
ber, without horror and earneſt Prayer, that it may never be ſo again. 


The Third Conſideration is this, The Subverſion of the Laws; and this Ar- 
bitrary Power, as itis dangerous to the King's Perſon, and to his Crown, © is 
it h other reſpects, very prejudicial to his Majeſty, in his Honour, Profit, and

who are moſt officious in the exerciſe of this ArbitraryPower,they do it common- 
ly for their advantages, and when they are queſtioned for it, then they fly to 
che King's Intereſt, to his DireCtion : And truly my Lords, this is a very une- 
qual diſtribution for the King, that the diſhonour of evil courſes ſhould be caſt 


rent, it deprives him of the moſt beneficial, and moſt certain Revenue of his 
Crown, that is, The voluntary Aids and Supplies of His People; His other Re- 
venues, conlilting of goodly Demeans, and great Mannors, have by grants been 
alienated from the Crown,and are now exceedingly diminiſhed and impaired: But 
this Revenue, it cannot be ſold, it cannot be burdened with any Penſions or 
Annuities, but. comes intirely to the Crown. It 1s now almoit Fiftcen years 
ſince His Majeſty had afly Aſſiſtance from His People; and, theſe illegal wayes 
of ſupplying the King were never preſt with more Violence and Art, then they 
have been in this time; and yet I may, upon very good grounds, affirm, That 
in the laſt Fifceen years of Queen Elizabeth, She received more, by the Bounty 
and Aﬀettion of her Subjects, then hath come to his Majeſties Coffers, by all the 


were more beneficial, in the Receipt of them, ſo were they likewiſe in the uſe 
and imployment of them, : ; 

Another way of prejudice to His Majeſties profit, is this: Sach Arbitrary 
Courſes exhauſt the People, and diſable them, when there ſhall be occaſion, to 
give ſuch plentiful Supplies, as otherwiſe they would do. I ſhall need no other 
proof of this, then the 1riſh Government under my Lord of $:72fford, where 
the Wealth of the Kingdom is ſo conſumed, by thoke horrible Exattions and 
Burdens, that it is thought, the Subſidies lately granted, will amount, to lictle 
more then half the proportion of the laſt Subſidies. The two former wayes 
are hurtful to the King's profit, in that reſpect which they call Zucrum Ceſſuns, 
by diminiſhing his Receipts ; But, there is a third, fuiler of miſchief ; and, ir is 
in that reſpeft, which they call Damnum emergens, by encreaſing his Disburſc- 
ments : ſuch irregular and exorbitant attempts upon the Liberticsof the People, 
are apt to produce ſuch miſerable DiſtraCtions and Diſtempers, as will put the 
King and Kingdoms to ſuch vaſt' Expenſes and Loſſes in a ſhort time, as will not 
be recovered in many years : We need not go far to ſeek a proof of this, theſe 
two laſt years will be a ſufficient Evidence, within which time I aſſure my ſelf, | 
Itmay be proved, that more Treaſure hath been waſted, more loſs ſuſtained 
by His Majeſty and His SubjeCts, then was ſpent by Queen El:zaberh in all the 
War of Tyron, and in thoſe many brave Attempts againſt the King of Spain, 
and the Royal Aſſiſtance which ſhe gave to France, and the Low-Countries, du- | 
ring all Her Reign. 

As for greatneſs, this Arbitrary Power is apt to hinder and impair it, not 
only at home, but abroad. A Kingdom is a Society of men conjoyned under 
one Government, for the Common good : The World is a Society of King- 
domes and States. The King's Greatneſs conſiſts not only in His Dominion | 
over h1s Subjects at home, bur in the Influence which hejharh upon States abroad ; 
That he ſhould be great even among Kings, and by his Wiſdom and Authority, 
ſo to incline and diſpoſe the Affairs of other States and Nations, and thoſe great 
events which fall out in tle World, as ſhall be for the good of Mankind, and

for the Peculiar advantage of His own People. This is the moſt glorious, and 
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magnificent greatneſs, to be able to relieve diſtreſizd Princes, to ſupport his

It is not only apt to take away Peace, and ſo entangle the Nation with Warg, 
but doth corrupt Peace, and puts ſuch a malignity into it, as produceth the effects 


of War. We need ſeek no other proof of this, but the Earl of Srraffords| F 
Government, where the /r:ſ-, both Nobility and others, had as little ſecurity of} 


their Perſons or Eſtates in this peaceable time, as if the Kingdom had been under 
the rage and fury of War. . 

And as for Induſtry and Valour, who will take pains for that, which when 
he hath gotten, is not his own ? or who fight for that wherein he hath no other 
Intereſt, but ſuch as is ſubjeC to the Will of another ? * The ancient encourage- 
ment to men, that were to defend theix Countreys, was this, That they were 
to hazard their Perſon, pro Aris &- focis, for their Religion, and for their 


Houſes ; But by this Arbitrary way which was praftiſed in Ireland, and counſel- 


led here ; no man had any certainty, either of Religion, or of his Houſe, or 
any thing elſe to be his own ; But beſides this, ſuch Arbitrary courſes have an 
11] operation upon the courage of a Nation, by embaſing the hearts of the Peo- 


and diſpoſition, Thoſe that live ſo much under the Whip, and the Pillory, 


may have the dregs of Valour, Sullenneſs and Stubborneſs, which may make 
them prone to mutinies and diſcontents; But thoſe Noble and Gallant affeQti- 
ons, which put men to brave deſigns and attempts for the preſervation or en- 
largement of a Kingdom, they are hardly capable of. Shall it be Treaſon to- 
embaſe the King's Coin, though but a piece of Twelye-pence, or Six-pence?

The Fifth Conſideration is this, that the exerciſe of this Arbitrary Govern-

Another end of the Government, is to preſerve men in their Eſtates, to ſe- 
cure them in their Lives and Liberties ; but if this deſign had taken effe&t, and 
could have been ſetled in England, as it was praCtiſed in Ireland, noman would 
bave had more certainty in his own, then Power would haye allowed him ; but 
theſe two have been ſpoken of before ; there are two behind more;important, 
which have not yet been touched | 

It is theend of Government, that Vertue ſhould be cheriſt'd, Vice ſuppreſt, 
but where this Arbitrary and unlimited Power is ſet up, a way is open, nut only 
for the ſecurity, but for the advancement and encouragement of evil z ſuch men 
as are apt for the execution and maintenance of this Power, are only capable of 
preferment ; and others who will not be inſtruments of any unjuſt commands, 
who make a conſcience to do nothing againſt the Laws of the Kingdom, and 
Liberties of the Subject, are not only not paſſable for employment, bur ſubject | 
to much jealouſie and danger. | 

It is the end of Government, that all Accidents and Events, all Counfels and 
Deſigns ſhould beumproved to the publique good : But this Arbitrary Power is 
apt to diſpoſe all, to the maintainance of it ſelf, The wiſdom of the Council-

The 10th Conſideration is this, That as it is a Crime odious in fthe Nature | 
of it, ſoit isodious in the Judgment and Eſtimation of the Law : Toalter the 
ſetled Frame and Conſtitution of Government, is Treaſon in any ſtate. The 


Laws, whereby all other parts of a Kingdom are preſerved, ſhould be very vain |

Secondly, This is a Penal Law, and ſuch (if our Ground hitherto unque.| | 


are to perſwade the keeping of known Laws, not of Laws conjettural ambigu 
ous, and by Conſequence, which perhaps the moſt Learned may not in their 


doubt of in the point of Obedience, nay rather without doubt he is to obey 
the letter of the Statate, and conceive (and that truly) that he is not liable 
to the Penalty. 
Thirdly, We have a notable Statute 13 Eliz. c. 2. whereby it is declared, 
That the bringing of Bulls from Rome to ſtir up the Subjects to Mutiny 
and Rebellion, ſhall be puniſhed as Treaſon. Now, if by interpretation 
or by conſequence this ſenſe might have been thruſt upon preceding Statutes, 
the making this had been ſuper fluons, and the perſons then charged with that 
Crime might have been impeached of Treaſon even before the making of this 
Act. 
Fourthly, Anno 2x Ed. 3. we have a Statute declaring, That for a Ser- 
vant to kill his Maſter, is an ACt of Treaſon, and in the 27th Tear of the 
ſame King a Proceſs was framed againſt a man of Treaſon for Killing his} 
Father, grounded upon the ſame Argument a Majori ad Minus, but it ws 
fornd, and the Sentence is yet in the Records, that although in the 2.1 of 
Ed. 3. that Argument might have been admitted ; yet in the 2.7 it could 
not, by reaſon of the Declarative Law intervening in the 25th Tear. And 
this Caſe comes very home to the point in hand. 

My Lords, I will not demand what kind of Offence it may be for a man td 
Subvert the Fundamental Laws of a Kingdom 2 the Crime doubtleſs is unna-

And this, under favour, may ſerve to anſwer the Caſe | 
of Guido Faux, /ately objefed, unleſs it be alledged that the Lord Strat- 
tord had as real an intention againſt the King's Life as Faux kad: for though | 
the Intention in that Caſe be Ns by the Statute, yet in all other things | 
there is no Treaſon without the Attion ; ſo immenſe and vaſt a Difference | 
both is and ought to be, betwixt a Projett againſt the Royal Blood, and all | 
things elſe of a lower and inferiour Nature. 

Tou ſee theu, My Lords, that the body of the Statute cannot ſtrike againſt 


the Lord Straflord neither in letter nor conſequence ; this is not, that |\ 
muſt not be. All that can be ſaid is, That yet his Fatt may be Treaſon by 


the Common Law ; For my pagt, 1 profeſs my Ignorance, who ever thought 
the Common Law might declFe but never make a Treaſon ; that is, it muſt 
be preſuppoſed that there is a Statute whereupon to build the Declaration,and | 
therefore to ſay that there is no Statute for it, is to ſay it is no Treaſon at | 
all, The Statute ever makes the Treaſon ; and to be declared to be Trea- | 
fon either by Common Law, or by Parliament, are but two different ways of | 
proceeding, and muFt both reſolve into one Principle : nay, and which comes | 
home to the point, in the 21 Ed.3.to kill a man imployed in the King's War, | 
was Treaſon ; and 2.3. to kill the King's Meſſenger was Treaſon by Declara- 
tion of the Common Law, but alwayes by reaſon of the Statute ; yet none of 
theſe are now Treaſon, but Felony only by reaſon of the intervening Statute 
of 25 Ed.

Again, in the Firſt Tear of H. 4. his Succeſſor, that Revocation of the 
21 Rich. 2. was repealed, aud the Sentence of the 11th of his Reign Re: 
eftabliſhed ; ſuch were the Tofſings to and fro of Treaſon ; and all becauſe of | þ 
| that uncertain Proviſo. Therefore it was, that in the ſame Farliament,| F 

: H.4. a Petition was preferred by the Nobility, to have Treaſon limited] 
within ſome Statute, becauſe they knew not either what to ſpeak, or what to| þ 
do for fear thereof : And in Chap. 10. an Aft was made upon this Petition, 
That that Salvo ſhould be holden Repealed in all time to come, and nothing 
Eſfteemed Treafon, but what was literally contained in the Statute 2.5 Ed. , 
And then it is ſaid in the Record, that there was great Foy at the making 
of this At, in that the drawn Sword hanging over ever man's head by this 
lender thread of a Conſequence or Illation, was removed by that Att. Add 
to this, that 1 Mariz, c. 1. the ſame is repeated, that No man ſhall be 
puniſhed in Life or Eſtate as a Traitor, but for the Crimes contained i 
the Statute 25 Ed. 3. without the leaſt mention of the pretended Salvo. 

The Earl of Northumberland's Caſe comes nigh to the point ; he was 
charged with Treaſon, 5 H. q. and if the Statute of 1 H. 4. Cc. 10. whereby 
the Proviſo is repealed, had not intervened, no doubt he had been condemned 
of Treaſon ; but he was convitt of Felony, and that becauſe he could not be 
drawn within the Letter of that Statute 2.5 Ed. 3, and I dare confidently ſay 
it, That fince that Aft made 1 H. 4. c. 10. whereby the Proviſo is repealed,| 
xo man hath ever been declared a Traitor, either ;, the King or Parliament, 
except it were upon that or ſome other Statute litterally and declaratively ta 
ken. Theſe two things { do offer to your Lordſhips Conſideration, that the 
Lord Straftord cannot be Impeached of Treaſon by the Statute of 2.5 Ed. 3. 
and that the Salvo contained in the ſame, ſtands repealed almoſt 200 Tears 
ago. And this is all I conceive to be neceſſary for that Statute which was 
alledged by the Lord Straftord in his Defen® for matter of Law. 


Then the Recorder Mr. Gardeyer ſpoke ſomething to this purpoſe, 


That what was ſpoken upon that Statute, was becauſe it ſeemed inſeparable 
from the matter of Faft ; That they could  oprns no further till a ſlate were 
afforded to them ; That to do otherwiſe, they conceived might be Exceeding

Upon Wedneſday, April 21. the Bill of Attainder was twice read in 
the Morning with the Amendments, and ordered. to be ingroſſed ; and 
ſo eager were they in the Proſecution, that it was read again in the 
Afternoon, and the Houſe was divided upon it; the Lord Digby and 
Mr. Lloyd tellers for the Teas, Sir Gilbert Gerrard and Sir Thomas Bar- 
rinzton tellers for the Noes ; with the Noes were 59; with the 7eas,204. 
ſo the Bill paſſed the Houſe of Commons being thrice read in one Day, 
and Mr. Pym by Order of the Houſe carried it up to the Lords, with a 
ſpecial Recommendation to their Lordfſhips to give it all Expedition in 
regard of the great Importance ; acquainting them, That the Commions 
would be ready to Fuſtifie the Legality of the Bill. | 

But notwithſtanding the Tide run with that impetuous Violence 
againſt this Noble Lord, that to oppoſe it, muſt hazard drowning; and 
that doubtleſs Fear carried as many down the ſtream as Judgment ; yet

all.

However, that he might not ſeem wanting to himſelf, upgn Friday 
he Petitioned the Lords, That he might be keard again in point of Law to 
make his Defence againſt the Bill of Attainder ; but it was denied him. 
The next Day being Saturday, the King went down to the Houſe of

That in my Conſcience I cannot condemn him of Figh Treaſon, It is not 
fit for me to argue the bufineſs, I am ſure you will not expe it. A Poſitive| ' 
Doftrine beſt comes out of the month of a Prince ; Tet I muſt tell you Three 
great Truths, which I am ſure no body can know ſo well as my ſelf. 1. That 
I never had any intention of bringing over the Iriſh Army into England or 
ever was adviſed by any bedy ſo to do. 2. There never was any Debate bes| 
fore me, neither in publick Council, nor at prizate Committee, of the Diſloy 
alty, and Diſaffettion of my Engliſh Subjetts, nor ever had IT any ſuſpition 
of them. 3. Twas never Counſell'd by any, to alter the leaſt of any of the 
Laws of England, much leſs to alter alf the Laws ; Nay, I muſt tell you 
this, I think no body durFt be ever ſo impudent to move me init , far if\ 
they had, T ſhould have put a Mark upon them, and made them ſuch an Ex-| 
ample, that all Poſterity ſhould know my intention by it ; for my intention,| 
was ever to Govern according to the Law, and no otherwiſe. fl 
.T defire to be rightly es i I told you in my Conſcience I cannot Con-| 
demn him of High Treaſon ; yet I cannot ſay I can clear him of miſdemea- 
nor: Therefore I hope that you may find a way, for to ſatisfie Juſtice and} 
| your own Fears, and not to preſs upon my Conſcience. * Lords, I hope yo# 


know what a tender thing Conſcience is. Tet I muſt declare unto you, That| 
to ſatisfy my People I would do great matters. But in this of Conſcience, m\ 
fear, no reſpett whatſoever, ſhall ever make me go againſt it. ' Certainly, 1] 
have net ſo ill deſerved of the Parliament at this time, that they ſhould preſs.

: Nay, 1 muſt confeſs for matter of miſdemeanor, I am ſo clear in that, 
that though T will not chalk out the way, yet let me tell you, that 7 do think 
my Lord of Straftord, 7s not fit hereafter to ſerve me or the Common-wealth 
in any Place of Truft, no not ſo much as to be a High Conſtable: Therefore 


T leave it to you my Lords, to find ſome ſuch way as to bring me out of this 


| great freight, and keep your Selves and the Kingdom from ſuch Inconvenien- 


ces. Certainly, he that thinks him guilty of High Treaſon in his Conſcience 


| may Condemn him of Miſdemeanor. 


The Houſe of Commons were ſo ſtartled and palled with this Speech, 
that immediately upon their return to their Houſe, they cryed Adjourn, 
Adjourn; which they did in the greateſt diſcontent imaginable : for 
they thought they had brought the King to a Concedimus omnia, and 
therefore finding themſelves under this Mittake, they betook themſelves 
to new Arts, and to effe& that by the power of Tumults, which they 
thought themſelves out of the hopes of obtaining in a Regular Method. 
All that the King got by this free Declaration of himſelf in favour of the 
Earl was, to loſe much of the afteCtions of the People, whether he 
ſhould paſs the Bill or deny it. For if he paſſed it then it was to be im- 
puted to the Neceſſity ot his Afﬀairs, not his Inclinations to the good of 
his Subjects; and if he denied it, then it muſt have been eſteemed a 
Denyal of Juſlice to his People. | 

The firſt beginning of theſe rumultuarie Diſorders was upon 7hurs- 
day before, when a great many Apprentices, and looſe People beſet 
the Spaniſh Embaſſador's Houſe in Biſhop-Gate, threatning to pull down 
the Houſe, and kill the Ambaſſador. To appeaſe the Tumult, the Lord 
Mayor of- London came among, them, and not without a great deal of 
Difficulty perſwadcd them to retire. After he had pacificd the Multi- 
tude, the Lord Mayor went into the Houſe ; at his Entrance the Am- 
baſſador met him, and deſired him to drop the point of his Sword-which 
was carried before him, acquainting him, That he was now in a place 
where the King cf Spain had Juriſdittzon. That being done, he told my 
Lord Mayor, That 7n all his life he had not ſeen a more barbarous attempt, 


| and defired to know whether England was a civilized Nation or not, where 


the Law of Nations was ſo horribly violated? The Lord Mayor replied, 
That they were of the Baſe and inferior ſort of the People, and intreated the 
Tumult might not be imputed to the City. To whom the Ambaſſador 
tartly returned, 7hat he could ſcarce tell how to acknowledg that to be a 
City, or almoſt a Society of Men, where there was ſo little Civility and Go- 
vernment. The Mayor told him, The People were diſcontented becauſe 
Maſs was publiquely ſaid in his Houſe. The Ambaſſador replied, That the 
Engliſh Ambaſſador had without diſturbance the free Exerciſe of his Reli- 
gion at Madrid, and that he would rather loſe his life, then the Priviledges 
due to him by Paftion and the Laws of Nations. The Mayor replied, That 
the People' were the more incenſed againft him, becauſe the Londoners who 
were of the Popiſh Religion, were permitted to frequent his Houſe at Maſs, 
which was contrary to Law. To this the Ambaſſador ſaid, That if the 
Mayor would keep them out, he would ſend for none of them ; but if they came 


to his Maſter, deny them either acceſs to his Devotions, or proteition to 
their Perſons ſo far as in him lay. In ſhort, a Guard was appointed to 
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within his Doors, he could neither in Conſcience to his Religion, or Honour 
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But this Storm was no ſooner over, but upon Monday' it began to riſe 
again with far greater horror and Impetnofity, and it muſt be imputed to 
the Artifice of the Earl of Strafferd's Enemies, who by this means were 
reſolved to terrifie the Lords into a Compliance ; for in truth the Bill of

| Nor were the crimes objefted againft him ſo clear, as after a long and 
fair hearing, to give convincing ſatisfatFion to the major part of both Houſes; 
— that of tne Lords, of whom ſcarce a third part were preſent, when 
the Bill paſſed that Houſe : And for the Fouſe of Commons, many Gentle« 
men diſpoſed enough to diminiſh my Lord of Strafford's Greatneſs and Power, 
yet unſatisfied of his Guilt in Law, durſt not condemn him to dye : who for|

This tenderneſs and regret I find in my Soul, for having had any hand,a 
that very unwillingly God knows, in the ſhedding one mans Blood unjuſth 
| ( though under the colour of the Formalities of Fuſtice and pretences of as 
voiding publick Miſchiefs) which may T hope be ſome Evidence before G 
and Man, . to all Poſterity, that I am far from bearing juſtly th? vaſt load, 
and guilt of all that blood which hath been ſhed in this unhappy War; 
which ſome men will needs charge upon me, to eaſe their own Souls, who am 
and ever ſhall be. more afraid to take away any mans life unjultly, than to: 
loſe my own.

led, An Act of Attainder of Thomas Earl of Strafford of High-Treaſon,the 
other, An Ac to prevent the Inconveniencies which may happen by the 
untimely Adjourning, Proroguing orDiflolving of this preſent Parlia- 
ment. The Lords being all in their Robes, and the Commiſſioners 
ſate upon a Form ſtanding acroſs the Houſe between the Chair of State 


Speaker being come up, the Clerk of the Parliament delivered the 
Commiſſion whereunto the Bills were annexed, upon his knee. Then 
the Lord Privy-Seal declared to both Houſes, that his Majeſty had an 
intent to have come himſelf this Day to have given his Royal Aſſent 
to theſe two Bills, but ſome important Occaſions had 'prevented 
him, and fo his Majeſty had granted a Commiſſion for giving the Roy- 
al Aſlent, which was delivered to the Clerk of the Parliament who car:

From whence it is as clear as the Brighteit day that ever enlightned 
the World, That Epiſcopacy 1s a Government Inſtituted in the Church 
by Apoſtolical Command ; and how that ſhould be Unlawful or Anti- 
Chriſtian, without charging the Holy Apoſtles,the Pillars and Founda- 
tions of the Church, with the horrible Guilt of ſetting up Antichriſt 
and his Kingdom, I think is impoſſible to be avoided. 

And indeed fo Great, ſo Univerſal, and ſo Powerful is the Truth in 
this particular, that even the greateſt Propugnators of Presbyterian Go- 
vernment and Parity have been forced to confeſs it. Petrus Molineus in 
| his Book de Munere Paſtorali, purpoſely written to defend the Pres4y- 
terian Government, acknowledges, 7 hat preſently after the Apoſtles time, 
or even in their time, as Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory witneſSeth, it was Ordained, 
That in every City one of the Presbytery ſhould be called a Biſhop, who 
ſhould have preheminence over his Colleagues to avoid Confuſion, which fre- 
quently ariſeth from Equality, and that truly this Form of Government all 
Churches every where received. | 

And Theodore Beza in Trattatu de triplici Epiſcopatus genere, whic 
he faith was of three kinds, Divine, Humane, and Satanical, attributing 
to the ſecond, which he calls Z7umane, but as before is proved plainly, is 
ApoFtolical at leaſt, not only a priority of Order, but a ſuperiority of 
Power and Authority . over other Presbyters, yet bounded by Laws and 
Canons provided againſt Tyranny, yet is forced to acknowledg, That of 
this kind of Epiſcopacy, is to be underſtood whatſoever we read con- 
cerning the authority of Biſhops in pnativs, and other Antient Wri- 
ters, 
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the matter with himſelf, it will appear, ether, that the very Apoſtles 
were of the Confederacy to ſet up Antichriſtian Government over the 
whole World, and where ever they founded Churches and Converted 
Pagans, to bring them into Spiritual 'Sodom and Egypt, and Antichriſtian 
bondage : Or that the Government is Innocent, Lawful and agreeable 
to the Will of God, which muſt of Neceſſity be beſt known to thofe 


ſcended, which were to /ead them into all Truth ; and whether this will 
not bring in Queſtion the truth of the Promiſe, and of Him who made 
it, and by Conſequence, ſuch a Chain of Atheiſm and Impieties, as are 
not fit to be named among Chriſtians, I leave to all men to conſider and 
Judge. "Fs 

Beſides it is perfealy impoſſible to conſidering Men and thinking 
Minds, to apprehend, that for ſo many Hundred Years, as from the 
Apoſtles Age till of late, among all the Churches of Chriſtians in the 


| World, and among all the Presbyteries that in all thoſe Ages have yield- 


ed ſubje&tion and been in ſubordination to this Government of Biſhops, 
there ſhould be none faund, whom either Conſcience of Duty, the Na» 
tural Love of Liberty, or that Averſion which all Mankind have to Pride 
and the Uſurpations of others over them, ſhould not once prevail with

Here we ſee the Office of Deans in Saint eAvguſtin's time, antiquity ſufficient, 
but. not antiquity, for being Officers of the Church ; therefore they do not 
rightly plead antiquity, as to the point now controverted, the queſtion being 
whether the Office as now it is exerciſed, be the ſame that it was then ; ſure they 
ſhall find it not only different, but in a manner quite contrary.z. they are deceiy- 
ed thar urge it, but they are to know that'this judicious: Hauſe is able to diſcern

But to return where I lefr, granting the Name and Office, we find them to | 
be only Caterers or Stewards, to provide Food: and Raiment for the Monks, 
whoſe Garments, as they were nor coſtly, ſo was not their fair dainty, being 
but Bread and Water, as witneſſeth Saint Ferome, Athanaſius, Theodoret, and 
others. .

Mr. Hide, 


Riſe not up to anſwer the Argument of the Learned Gentleman of the Long- 
| Robe that ſpake laſt,the which were to prove ſome Incoherence of thePreamble, 
with the body of the Bill concerning the Aboliſhing of Deans and Chapiters, 

in reſpect of their Government in the Church of England, who have none ar all, 

as hath been argued; bur there are ſome Reaſons ſtick with me, whereby 1 do 

conceive, that the Deans and Chapiters have been, and are part of the Govern- 

ment of the Church of England, and that the Preamble and body of this Bill, 

therein may very well ſtand together; for if you take the Deans and Chapiters 
ia their Original, who ( as it was {aid by a Learned Serjeant over againſt me ) 
were firſt founded in Superſtition alike to your Regular and Secular Monks 
| or if you conſider them as an Inſtitution to be Conſilium Eps/. to aſliſt Biſhops in 
their Government and Diſcipline ; or if you look upon thoſe Deans and Chapi- 
ters of the laſt Foundation by Henry the Eighth : yet certainly they are in all 
theſe capacities a part of the Goyernment of the Church of Exglard ; and as 
well the Rural, as the Cathedral Deans, are numbred by our own Writers 
among Church-Governors, and they are in and among themſelves a part of the 
Church-Government ; and by the Book of Reformation of Eccleſiaſtical Laws, 
they are to govern them according to their Statutes'of Foundation, and to keep 
them pure and entire, ſo far as they are not repugnant to the Word of God, 
| and our Conſtitutions of Religion. And for the better ſatisfaction of this 
Committee and my ſelf, here is a Copy of the Statutes, Grant, and Foundation 
of the Dean and Chapter of the City of Glouceſter, I have read them over, and 
do find, Firſt, the end wherefore the Lands and Poſleſſions were granted unto 
them, Secondly, the-manner and Form of Government of themſelves. And 
Laſtly, their ſeveral Oaths to keep all the Statutes preſcribed unto them : And 
becauſeof my weak Memory, pleaſe you to give me leave to read the words in 
the King's Grant Engliſhed thus; 


We have Eretted and Conſticuted Cathedrals and Colledges in the place of 


Monaſteries, to the end, that where Ignorance, and ' Superſtition did Reign ; 
the re the ſincere Worſhip of God ſhould Flouriſh,and the Holy Goſpel of Chriſt 
Jeſus ſhould be daily and purely Preached. And further,that the encreaſe of the 
Chriſtian Faith Piety, and th? Ihſtruftion of Youth in good Learning, and 
the Suſtentation of the Poor, ſhould be for eyer there kept, maintained and 
continued ; and the ſaid Dean, Prebends, Canons, and all other Perſons belong- 
ing to the ſaid Cathedrals and Colledges, are to be Governed and Ruled accor- 
ding to the Statutes preſcribed unto them, | 

Sir, The Statutes are many, I will in brief tell you the Subſtance of ſome few 
of them. The ſaid Deans, Prebends, and Canons, are always to reſide and dwell 
in the Houſes of the ſaid Cathedrals, and there to keep a Family, good Hoſpita- 
lity,to Feed the Poor, and to diſtribute Alms unto the needy, to be careful to 
Preach the Word of God, In Seaſon,and out of Seaſon, and to ſow the Seed of the 
| Word of God abroad, but eſpecially in the ſaid Cathedral Church, and to have 
Youth profitable taught there. And to the end that they all Serve God, as 
well at Meals, as in the Church, they*are to have a Common Table in the Com- 
mon Hall of the faid Cathedral, where the ſaid Canons, Scholars, Quireſters, 
and under- Officers are appointed to Eat together,and the ſaid Dean and Chapter, 
are tO give Yearly Twenty Pound to the Poor,beſide their own Poor Almſ-men, 
and Twenty Pound more, Yearly towards the Repairing of Bridges, and High- 
ways thereabouts. PS 

Sir, For the performance of the ſaid Statutes, and Premiſes, The ſaid 
Deans, Prebends, Canons, and Miniſters of the ſaid Cathedral do, or ought re- 


lpeCtively to take an Oath ; and thereby in expreſs words do call God to wit- | 


nels, and do Swear upon the Holy Evangeliſts, to Rule, Govern and behave 
themſelves well, and fathfully in the ſaid Church, according to the Will and 
Statutes of the Founder, and every one of them do Swear, that he will to his

concerns them to keep the ſame inviolably,So help him God,and theſe Holy Ggf. 
pels of God. 


Maſter Hide, You ſee wherefore the Lands were granted unto Deans ang 
Chapters, what their Statutes are, and their Oaths to keep them - It might be 
thought that theſe men do know a way , another, or nearer way to Heayen 
.then they teach us; or otherwiſe that they would not fit inthe Seat of Perjary, | 
as it may ſeem they do, without remorſe of Conſcience : For it is notoriouſ] 
known to the City of Glouceſter, and Country thereabouts, That not one 
of the ſaid Statutes before mentioned, are, or ever were, during my remem- 
brance , kept, or the matters contained in any of them, performed by-any of 
the Deans or Prebends of the {aid Cathedral ; They come indeed once a year 
to receive the Rents and Profits of the {aid Lands, but do not diſtribute unto 
the poor and needy, their Portion, neglecting altogether the mending of the 
High-ways and Bridges, and do not keepany common Table at all : and inſtead 
of Preaching the Word of God themlelves, In Seaſon, and ont of Seafon, they 
are, and have been the chief Inſtruments to hinder the ſame in others. Infinite; 
are the Preſſures that many Cities near unto Deans and Chapters, have endured: 
| by them, and their procurement. And whereas it was objected by another 
Learned Gentleman of the Long Robe, That the Deans and Chapters are a Bo- 
dy Corporate, and that they have as much right unto their Lay-Poſleſſions as a+ 


for ſuch Lands and Poſſeſſions (if they have any) which they bought themſelves in 


right of their Corporation,or for ſuch Lands were given them for their own uſe; 
and Iam well contented that ſuch Lands ſhould be left unto them ; but their cafe! 
is far differentin my opinion ; for I have ſhewed you before, to what Godly,Pi. 
ous, and Charitable uſes the {aid Lands and Poſſeſſions were granted unto them:; 


And ſuitable thereunto you may call to mind the LoydonersCaſe,about Londonderry. 
in the Star-Chamber,where they were fined 70000 Pound to his Majeſty, and the 
ſame afterwards eſtreated into his Majeſties Exchequer. Burt upon the Writ ofl 
Extent iſſuing out thereupon, His Majeſty, as I have heard, received no bene-: 
fit of any ſuch Lands, whereof the Corporation was Siezed for the maintenanc 
of any Hoſpitals, Bridges, or other Charitable uſes, or ought to have done, if 
I conceive. Seeing therefore the ſaid Deans and Chapters are bur Truſtees, 
and the profits of the ſaid Lands, ſo ill imployed by them, contrary to that! 
truſt repoſed in them ; I am clear of opinipn, that by a Legiſlative power in 
Parliament, It is fit to take them away, and to put them into the hands of Feof-: 
fes to be diſpoſed of to ſuch Pious, Religious, and Charitable uſes, as they were 
firſt intended : But it was faid by a worthy Knight, That he ſhould beunwillin 
to take away their Lands and Poſſeſſions, untill he firſt knew how they ſhould: 
be diſpoſed of, and how the Perſons, who were many thouſands in this Kingdom 
(as he ſaid) that would want Bread, ſhould he be provided for. Certainly 
Mr. Hide ( although that is not-the work at this time ) yer I account it no diffi- 
culty to ſatisfy that worthy Knight; for I find upon the Survey of the Lands of 
the ſaid Deanery of GlouceFer, that it hath above twelve Reftories of good 
value, and about thirty Vicarages, Penſions, and Portions of Tithes ; which 
being at the firſt, Deo conſecrata, moſt fit they ſhould be ſtill employed for the 
maintenance of the Goſpel;and therefore jf thoſe Deans and Prebends being bnt 


ſufficient maintenance for ſo many of them as have not too much, beſides, and |. 
yet to reſerve as large a Salary as now they have for ſo many Singing Men there 
in Holy Orders that cannot Preach. And then there are left to be provided for, 
but the Organiſt,cight Singing Boys,two Schoo!-Maſters,fourPoor Almſmen,and 
ſome under-Officers, whoſe yearly Wages, come unto about one Hundred-Pound | . 
-per annum;and the ſaidDean and Chapter have almoſt thethird part of the Houſes 

of the City of GlouceFter , the old Rent of them being yearly about 175: | 
Pound, which will well defray that Charge with a ſufficient Surpluſage for Re- 
pairing on High-ways, Bridges ; and Twenty Pounds yearly to the Poor, as is 

oreſaid. |

both for Nurſeries,and Incouragements of Learning,and for their maintenance in 
more plentiful manner then it is at this preſent. Pleaſe you therefore to put the | 
Queſtion, I am ready to give my aid thereunto.

the Church will paſs (as it is, and without tender of ſome other Government 
in Lieu of this) ſince the Voices are ſtill the ſame, which outed your former 
Bill? | 
Truly ( Iprofeſs ) my hopesare ſad in this: never had one Parliament ſo ma- 
ny great Afﬀairs, never had any Parliament any Aﬀair ſo great as this, which 
we Call The Bill of Epiſcopacy. Certain (Szr,) It 1s the great hope, or the exceed- 
ing fear of every man here, and of all men abroad. 
Many a time this Parliangent I have heard ( and not unjuſtly ) that the buſineſs 
then in hand was of as great Conſequence as any had been agitated within theſe 
Walls. 

But in truth (Sr,) to my apprehenſion, neither Star-Chamber, nor High- 
Commiſſion, nor Ship-money, nor Srrafford's death, nor Canterbary's Life, are 
(with me) equivalent, to the ſetling or unſetling of the whole National Church 
of this Kingdom. 

'We cannot anſwer to God or man, if we do not uſe our beſt and moſt vigo- 
rous endeavours for the peace of the Church we live in. 

I ſhould think this a happy day, if we could ſo temper this Bill, that it might 
walk fairly on through the Houſe of Lords unto the King. 
 Tothis end, ( and that we way not loſe all, by asking more then all ) I will 
be bold to offer ro your conſideration, a proviſional addition or two. Such as 
(I hope) may both ſatisfy us and ſecure our Bill, by fit amendments. 


Here was alittle mterception, and then a long additional to the Bill preſented in 
Writing, for putting all Church-Government into the hands of Commiſſioners in 
every Dioceſs, I proceeded. | 


Sir, there 1s now offered unto you, a large addition to your Bill, longer (in- 
deed) by far, then the Bill it ſelf.

* bloody beginnings. 
© It was the Honour and Greatneſs of that Matchleſs Princeſs that he 
* gained here, and the conſiderable Succours they expected-from hence, 
* that eſpecially drew the Bohemians to that Choice. It therefore con- 
* cerns us now at length to provide, that the Prince EleCtor himſelf, and 
* the other Princely Branches of that great Family ( being the ſecond 
* without queſtion, if not the firſt, and moit Ancient of the Empire ) 
* extracted by their laſt match, from the Royal Line of Great Briraiy, 
* ſhould not under colour of their Father's accepting that Crown, to| - 
* which they now pretend no Title, be for ever deſpoyled of their An-| 
* cient Inheritance, and Electoral Dignity : To which Calamity they 
* had never been reduced, had not the French King at that time for- 
* gotten the old Maxime of his Predeceſlors, which was, To keep even 
* the Ballance of Germany.; to which alſo did moſt fatally concur the 
* Duke of Bavaria's Ambition, betraying his own Blood ;- and the Duke 
© of Saxonys taking Arms againſt the Evangelical Party. By this means, 
* and the advancing of Spola with the Spaniſh Army out of the Nether. 
* lands, was not only the Kingdom of Bohemza loſt in a few months, 
© but the Pa/atinate alſo, excepting ſome few Places of ſtrength, inveſt-| 
* ed by the Enemy, and that poor people left to ſlaughter, calamity, 
* and deſolation. The Correſpondence of ſome ill Miniſters of this 
* State abroad, with thoſe of Forreign States here, aſſiſted by ſome 
* fatal Inſtruments at home, furthered all this miſchief, at the inſtant 
* putting this State in hope of a match, when —— ſhould rather 
* have been ſent from hence, to have preſerved at leaſt the EleCtoral Ter-| 
* ritories from an Invading Power. ; 
* It is true, that the Spaniſh Match had been generally treated of 
* ſome 5 or 6.years before this fatal Fire kindled in Germayxy, being firſt 
* ſet on foot by the Duke of Lerma under Philip of Auſtria, late King 
* of Spain : But now it was effeQtually advanced, and fortified with a 
* conjoyned Treaty of accommodating the Palatine Cauſe, without effu- 
* ſion of Blood. This and much more appears in the Original Journal- 
* Books of the Two Houſes of Parliament in Ano 21 Jacobi Regzs, which 
* I have fo far peruſed, as fo ſhort a time would give leave ; and though 
* that matters are there ſet down at large, eſpecially in the Records out 
* of the Houſe of Peers ; yet I have abſtracted it into ſo narrow a com- 
paſs, as may well fort with the little ſpare time of this Houſe to hear 
*1t, The Relation was firſt made at White-hall during that Parliament,

Thomas Beckgt, a great Saint and Martyr inthe Roman Calendar, ſtoutly op- 
poſed this as an inchroachment upon ,the Liberties of the Church, and indeed 
the Biſhops who had all along the Saxo0 Government fate in the great Coun- 
cils, by virtue of their Spiritual Capacity there being then no Temporal Ba- 
rones,they thought the Conquerors impoling this Tenure upon their Eſtates, a

Although, faith he, they do not give Judgment in Caſes of Blood, yet do 
they handle, treat, and debate about them, and think themſelves innocent, 


at the pronouncing, or execution of the Penal Sentence. 


This Statute of Clarendon was-made in February, and in the Ofober follow- 
ing the King Summons a Parliament to Northampton, in which Becker was for 
Oppoling this Conſtitution, waſting the Kings "Treaſure and other Crimes, ac- 
culed of Treaſon,in the Debate whereof the Biſhops Sate with the other Barons, 
and becauſe the matter did not come to a Sentence of Death, after great Debate 
between the other Lords & the Biſhops about pronouncing the Sentence, the Bi- 
ſhop of Wincheſter did it.But Beckge making anAppeal to thePope,theBiſhops being 
afraid of him they endeavoured to perſuade theKing to deſiſt his further proſecu- 
Lon, till that matter was determined: But the King being reſolute,preſſed them to 
their Daty notwithſtanding Beckers Prohibition to them, to the contrary, from 
the obligation of rhe Statute of Clarendon to which they had Sworn, Aſerens,

preſent done in it more than barely to give the Complaint a hearing,

Subje&,&c. but it too nearly concerned ſome of them to comply with 
the Votes of the Committee ; for if they had, particularly I inſtance in 
the late infamous Uſurper Oliver Cromwell, inſtead of Sitting in the

Both are of Divine Inſtitution. The Holy Apoſtle requireth both. Both 
Taparariiy & iakyxey. Firſt to Preach, That he be able with ſound Doftrine to ex. 
hort : and then, Kat Tovs arriaigorlach aiyyey and te convince the gainſayers, For 
(ſaith he) there are many deceivers whoſe Mouths muſt be ſtopt. 

Now Sir, to my purpoſe : theſe double Abilities, theſe ſeveral ſufficiencies, 
may \xy'on 0 ſometime meet together in one and the ſame man- bur ſeldome, | 
very ſeldome, ſo ſeldome that you ſcarce can find a very few among thouſands 
rightly qualified in both. RR: 

Nor 1s this ſo much infelicity of our, or any times, as it is generally the 
incapacity of Man, who cannot eaſily raiſe himſelf up to double Excellen- 
cies. | | 

Knowledge in Religion doth extend it ſelf into folarge, ſo vaſt a Sphear, | 
that. many (for haſt) do cut croſs the Diameter, and find weight enough in half 
their work ; very few do or can travel the whole Circle round. 

| Some one in an Age(perhaps)may be found, who as Sir Francis Drake about the 
Terreſtrial Globe, may have travelled the Celeſtial Orbe of Theological Learn- | 
ing, both for controverſal, and for inſtructive Divinity. Wo 2 

The incomparable Primate of 7reland deſerves firſt to be named. Biſhop Morton 
(whom I mentioned before) is another Reverend Worthy, and hath Highly de- 
ſerved of our Church in both capacities, Fewe! (of Pious Memory) another Biſhop | 
never to be forgotten. Some few others 1 could name, able and aCtive both for 
Pulpit and the Pen. But Sir, theſe be Rare aves, there are very few of them, 

The Reaſon is evident. For whilſt one Man doth chiefly intend the Pul- 
pit Exerciſes, he is thereby diſabled for Polemick Diſcourſes: and whil'ft ano- 
ther- indulgeth to himſelf the faculty of his Pen, he thereby renders himſelf 
the weaker for the Pulpit. Some Men aiming at Eminency in - both, have 
proved but mean proficients in either. For it is a Rule, and a ſure one.

| prcyene, 205 other way of aſſembling. In the 'Bill for continuance of this pre- 
ent Parliament, there ſeeiris to be ſome Ara ow of the Royal Power in dif- 
folving of Patliaments, not to take it out of the Crown, but to ſuſpend the exe- | 
cution of it for this time and occaſion only, which was ſo neceſſary for the 
Kings own ſecurity, and the publick Peace, thiat without it we could not have 
undertaken any.of theſe great charges, but ' muſt have left both the Arinies to 
diſorder and confuſion, and the whole Lg, to Blood and Rapine. 'The 
Star-Chamher was much more fruitful in Oppreſſion then in profit, the great 
Fines being for the moſt part given away, and the reſt ſtalled at long times; | 
The Fines. of the High Commiſſion were in themſelves unjuſt and ſetdome or 
never came into the Kings Purſe. Theſe four Bills are particularly and more 
ſpecially inſtanced, in the reſt there will not be found ſo much as a ſhadow of 
prejudice to the Crown. They have ſought to diminiſh our reputation with the 
people, and to bring them ot of love with Parliaments; the aſperſions which 
they have attempted this way, have been ſuch as theſe, that we have ſpent 
| much time and done little, eſpecially in thoſe Grievances which concern Re- 
ligion. That che Parliament 'is a burthen to the Kingdom by the abundance of 
Protections 'which hinder Juſtice and Trade, and by many Subſidies granted, 
much "more ' heayy then any they formerly endured ; to which there is a ready 
Anſwer: if” the time ſpent in this Parliament be conſidered in relation back- 
ward to the long growth and deep root of thoſe Grievances, 'which we have re- 
moyed, to the powerful ſupports 'of 'thoſe Delinquents, which we have per- 
ſued, ro the great neceſlities and other charges of the Commonwealth for which 
we have provided : or if it be conſidered 10 rejation forward to many adyan- 
tfages, which nor only the preſent, but future Ages are like to ropy the good 
Laws and other Proceedings in this Parliament, we doubt not but it will be 
thought by all different judgments, that our time hath been much better im- 
ployed then: in a farigreater proportion of time in many former Parliaments 
put together ; and the charges which have been laid upon the Subject, and the o- 
ther inconveniencies which they have born, will ſeem yery light in reſpect of the |- 
benefit they have had and may receive. And for the matter of Protections, the Par-

It is neceſſary 1n the firſt Place to keep them in ſuch Condition, as that they 
may not. be able to do us any hurt, and for ayoiding of ſuch connivence: and 
favor as hath heretofore bin ſhewed unto them. That his Majeſty be pleaſed to 
grant a ſtanding Commiſſion to ſome choice Men named in Parliament, who 
may take notice of their increaſe,their Counſels and Proceedings,and uſe all due 
means by execution of the Laws to prevent any miſchievous deſigns againſt 
the Peace and Safety of this Kingdom. That ſome good Courſe be taken to diſ- 
cover the counterfeit and falſe Conformity of Papiſts to the Church, by color 
whereof Perſons very much diſaffetted to the true Religion have been admirt 
into Place of greateſt Authority and Truſt in the Kingdom. |
